TORY LEADERS ATTACKING MR.

Lonpox, March 3—Lord Randolph 

Churchill spoke at Manchester to-day. He said 

that Mr. Gladstone deluded the country with 

false issues. There was an imperative necessity 
for the establishment of a British unionist 


Party, which would unite what was best in all 
Parties and creeas. — 

The Marquis of Salisbury, speaking at a Con- 
Bervative banquet at the Crystal Palace to-night, 
Genied the assertion of Sir Henry James 
that he had ever encouraged the “home 
rule delusion” in the slightest manner. He 
warned the country that the hasty adop- 
tion of iand purchase measures for Ireland 
would drive away the wealthy and leave 
the ignorant under the rule of a not overwise 
hierarchy, while all the money now invested 
would virtually be lost. Lord Salisbury bitterly 
condemned the Liberals for defeating the Con- 
servatives on aside issue, thus avoiding the ne- 
cessity to formulate an Irish policy. 

The election in Flintshire, made necessary by 
Lord Richard Grosvenor’s elevation to the peer- 
age, took place to-day. Mr. Samuel Smith, the 
Liberal candidate, was elected by a majority of 
1,510 over Mr. Philip Pennant, the Conservative 
nominee, the vote standing 4,248 to 2,738. 

Sir Charles Dilke was present in the House of 
Commons during this afternoon’s session. He 
Sat behind the front benches. Mr. Joseph Cham- 
berlain, President of the Local Government 
Board, and Mr. Joseph Cowen, Radical member 
for Newcastle-on-Tyne, went over to Sir Charies 
during the session, shook hands with him, and 
engaged him in conversation for half an hour. 
Sir Charles looked careworn. 

Burns, Hyndman, Williams, and Champion, 
the Socialist leaders, were again be!ore the 
police to-day, and after a further hearing were 
committed tor trialon the charge of inciting 
subjects of the Queen to riot. The defendants 
Were permitted to furnish bail for their appear- 
ance. The prisoners express confidence that 
they will be acquitted on their trial. 

Earl Rosebery, Foreign Secretary, has in- 
Btructed Sir Henry Drummond Wolff, the Brit- 
ish Commissioner in Egypt, to reject the de- 
mand of Moukntar Pasha, tbe Turkish Commis- 
sioner, that an Egyptian army be organized 
with a large Turkish element. The English 
occupation of Exypt will continue until the 
questions of fellaheen’s tenure of land and civil, 
military, and financial reforms bave been settled. 

The Prince of Wales, as Grand Mastef of Brit- 
ish Freemasons, has withdrawn the patent of 
appointment from the representative of the 
Grand Lodge of Engiana at the Grand Lodge of 
Illinois, the latter having severed fraternal rela- 
tions with the English lodges of Montreal. 
Brackstone Baker, of Ilinois, delegate to the 
Grand Lodge of England, bas resigned.

The French com- 
mission waited a month, but the Belgian com- 
mission did not appear. The French commission 
is now returning home. Premier de Freycinet 
has demanded an explanation from the Brussels 
Government. 


BERLIN, March 3.—The Post says that at 
the annual political dinner last night, Prince 
Bismarck in a speech said it was doubtful 
whether the advantages which the partisans of 
bimetailism expected would be realized. Disad- 
vantages to German international trade would 
certainly follow the adoption of a double stand- 
ard, especially wnile England declined to join in 
forming an international! bimetallic treaty.

A WATER FAMINE IN CAMDEN. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 3.—Water was 
scarcer in Camden this morning than it has been 
for many years. Fully one-half of the large 
manufactories were compelled to shut down asa 
sufficient supply for the boilers could not be ob- 
tained. In the higher parts of the city the 
pipes were almost dry, apd nowhere would the 
water run up as high as the second story. This 
was the condition of affairs at 10:30 o'clock, 
when Superintendent Mines, of the Water De- 
partment, reported but three feet of water in the 
reservoir at Pavonia. The tide was so low on 
Tuesday night that the pumps could be used for 
Duly fourand one-half hours, and the amount 
pumped was unequal to meet the de- 
mand, although a number of mills and fac- 
tories were closed. This morning hundrecs 
of workmen who had gone to their 
work in the factories or shops came 
trooping homeward long before dinner time on 
account of the water famine. Among the es- 
tablishments closed were the oilcloth works of 
Farr & Bailey, Anderson’s canning factory, a 
large paper mill at Front and Elm streets, 
where a four-inch stream is usually kept run- 
ning day and night; the railroad shops, most of 
the saw mills, the Camden Woolen Mills,and sev- 
eral worsted factories. The Esterbrook Steel 
Pen Works, the Camden Iron Works. and a 
few large concerns have their own water sup- 
plies, and were not affected. At Furbish’s ma- 
chine works 150 men idled away their time while 
waiting for the water to flow, and a tire 
engine was finally secured to fill the boilers 
and cisterns from Cooper’s Creek, so that work 
could be resumed to-morrow. The fires were 
drawn from under the boiiers of the heating 
apparatus at the City Hall before noon, and the 
city officials shivered with the cold. ‘he trouble 
js caused by low water in the Delaware. 





SUIT BY A HAMBURG BANK. 
Boston, March 3.—A hearing upon a bill 
jn equity brought by the Vercius Bank 
of Hamburg against Catherine J. Flynn 
and John M. Fiynn was had in the 
United Statos Circuit Court to-day be- 
fore Judge Cobb. The bill sets forth that 


the bank was robbed June 22, 1885, of 200,000 
marks, in two notes of 100,000 marks each, three 
persons being suspected of the _ robbery, 
one of whom answered the description 
ot Flynn. Subsequently a person answer- 
ing bis description purchased of Brown, Shipley 
and to bankers in London two drafts, one for 
$3,000 and the other for $250, on Brown Brothers 
& Co., of Boston, payabie to Catherine J. 
Flynn end John Fiynn, the defendants, 
The prayer of the bili is to enjoin the 
defendants ana Brown Brothers from col- 
lecting, megctiatigg and paying said drafts, 
and asking that the court decree that the same 
be held in trust for the palace. The defend- 
ants demurred +o the bill on the ground that it 
could not de maintained for want of equity, and 
the hearing was on the demurrer. By agree- 
ment of counsel the case was suspended to en- 
gbie the plaintiff to amend his bill. 


A TRAVELING SALESMAN’S SUICIDE. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, March 3.—Late to- 
night the fact that a suicide had occurred in the 
Kennard House became public aespite the 
efforts to keep the matter quiet. David R. 
Gould, a traveling salesman for the brass goods 
manufacturing firmof Turner & Seymour, of 
Terrington, Conn., had been a guest at the house 
for more than a week. He retired to his room 
at 12 o’clock last night complaining that he was 
troubled with erysipelas. He waa found in 
his .room at o'clock this evening 
lying across the bed, attired only in 
his night clothes, and dead. Upon the table was 
a lxudanum bottle and a note, addressed to the 
hotei proprietors, ordering that his bil be sent 
to hisemployers and requesting that his name 
be kept from the papers. Nothing in his pos- 
session furnished any clue to the motive for the 
guicide. Gould was about 36 years old.

BIG FAILURE IN BOSTON,

HENRY F. NICKERSON & CO., GENERAL MER- 
CHANTS, FAIL FOR $900,000. 
Boston, March 3.—Henry F. Nickerson 
& Co., No. 114 State-street, commission mer- 
charts and agents for the Savannah Steamship 
Company and the Boston, Halifax and Prince 
Edward Island Steamship Company, suspended 
at noon to-day, making a voluntary assignment 
to James B. Russell for the benefit of their cred- 
itors. The liabilities are stated to be, say, $600,000 
direct and $300,000 indirect, $900,000 in all. A 
large part of the indebtedness is to Boston banks, 
chiefly in paper with or without co!lateral. The 
creditors named in tbe assignment filed 
at the Registry of Deeds are Adeline 
T. Nickerson, Adeline N. Parker, Pris- 
cilla §. Nickerson, Roberman, Powell & Co., 
C. A. Campbell, and C. E. Pennock & Co. There 
are no preferred creditors. The cause of the 
failure is stated to be losses through claims and 
suits arising from the disaster to the steamship 
City of Columbus, of the Savannah Line, in the 


Winter of 1884, other subsequent losses, and 
general depression of business. It is said that 
the firm have put much capital in a guano isl- 
and South. The assets are believed to be large. 
but a definite statement cannot yet be made as 
they include West Indian and other foreivn in- 
vestments and vessel property, the value of 
which it will take some time to develop. The 
members of the firm hope that by careful nurs- 
ing they will yield a substantial dividend to 
the creditors. The Savannah Line, it is said, 
will not be affected by the failure, but the 
Halifax is involved to some extent, just how 
much, however, is not yet known. Joseph B. 
Russell, the Assignee, has for many years been a 
confidential clerk in the house, and is also Treas- 
urer of the Boston Wharf Company. The firm 
of Nickerson & Co. was originally formed in 
1845 by Frederick and Jonas S. Nickerson, and 
they employed several sailing vessels and steam- 
ersin trade. They were also at one time inter- 
ested in Western railroad ventures. Theirstand- 
ing was excellent, and their bnsiness steadily in- 
creased. As agents they first began to operate 
the Halifax Lire, and afterward the Savannah 
Line. The present firm own the steamers of the 
Halifax Line and the controlling stock in the 
Savannah Company. Frederick Nickerson died 
in 1879, leaving a fortune of from $600,000 t. $800,- 
000. During the latter part of his life he wasinter- 
ested in several railroads and also in the Pacific 
Guano Company. A year before his death the 
firm made a number of successful mining and 
railroad investments. Frederick W. and A. A. 
Nickerson, sons of the senior partner, who in- 
herited his fortune and were for some time in 
partnership with him, succeeded to the business 
atter his death,and the firm name was subse- 
quentiy made F. W. Nickerson & Co. At this 
time E. C. Crosby, who had been connected with 
the house as clerk ever since its organization, 
was admitted into the firm. It is said that when 
the City of Columbus was lost she was but par- 
tially paid for,and the amount realized from her 
insurance was applied to the liquidation of that 
debt. The firm has for a Jong time dealt in 
hemp, sugar, and other staple articles on com- 
mission and also directly. The assignment in- 
ciudes not only all the property of the firm but 
that of the individual members. 

Mr. Russel), the Assignee, states that the assets 
are nominally equal to the direct liabilities, and 
that the indirect liabilities will probably be 
taken care of by the indorsers. Of the direct 
liabilities anout $350.000 is due to the banks, 
three-quarters of which is to banksin Boston 
and New-England. The firm's paper is indorsed 
by large cemmercial houses in New-York, Phila- 
deipbia, and Pittsburg, and they have assured 
Mr. Russell that they are perfectly solvent, 
and can and will take careof the notes as fast 
as they come due, 80 that the banks in 
this vicinity will lose a very small amount, if 
anything. As an earnest of the intentions of the 
indorsers it was stated that they took care of 
notes to the amount of $10,000 wnich matured 
yesterday. Mr. Russell stated that at first he 
was afraid that other firms would became in- 
volved by the failure, but that now it was not 
expected that uny one else would be dragged 
down. Additional causes of the failure were un- 
fortunate purchases of sugar and hemp, beavy 
advances to housesin the West Indies, and in 
mining operations in California and Nevada 
which turned out badly. 


VICTIMS OF DYNAMITE, 





ONE MAN KILLED AND FOUR HURT IN AN 
EXPLOSION AT AQUEDUCT SHAFT 16. 


There was an explosion of dynamite at 
shaft No. 16 of the new aqueduct last night, by 
which one man was instantly killed and a num- 
ber seriously injured. The contractors at this 
shaft are Burchard, Denton & Co. The 
second shift of men, which went on 
duty at 10 A. M., were preparing to explode 
cartridges in the rocks which they had been 


drilling during the day previous to going off 
duty. Fifty pounds of dynamite, inclosed in a 
wooden box, were placea near the heading, and 
near by were deposited a numberof charges or 
powder fuses. It is supposed that these charges 
were ignited by the lamp of a workman, thus 
causing an explosion powerful enough to set off 
the dynamite cartridges. 

The force of the concussion was terrific. John 
McFadden was instantly killed, and Hugh Mc- 
Brettery, John Boyce, Frank Pinneau, and 
Patrick Leary were hurt. The four men were 
carried to Clary’s Hotel. It is thought that the 
oo to McBrettery and Boyce will prove 
fatal.

THE ELECTIVE SYSTEM IN COLLEGE. 
Boston, March 3.—An important meet- 
ing of the Harvard conference committee was 
held in Sever Hall this afternoon. The topic for 
discussion was the advisability of introducing 
among the regular college courses a course in 
elementary law. Prof. C. C. Langdell, the Dean 
of the Law School, was present and strong- 


ly advised that instead of making such 
course the members of the Senior Class should 
be allowed to take one of the regular courses in 
the Law School and have this counted as a quar- 
ter of their last year’s work for the degree of 
A. B. The courses in contracts, bilis and notes, 
and evidence were particularly good for 
their purpose and could easily be taken 
by students still in college. The views 
of Prof. Langdel! prevailed, and the committee 
decided unanimously to recommend the Faculty 
thatin future this privilege be granted to Seniors. 
Asthe recommendation is so strongly backed 
it will probably meet with approval at the hands 
of the Faculty. If so it wiil mark an important 
step in the extension of the elective system, as 
it allows a student while pursuing his college 
course to electa course in one of the profes- 
sional schools. 





NEW-YORK CHARTER ELECTIONS. 
BvurFaLo, March 8.—Complete returns 
from the towns of Erie County show that 13 
Democrats have been elected Supervisors ard 11 
Republicans, with gains made in the city since 
last Fall. This will give the Republicans a ma- 
jority of two in the next Board of Supervisors— 


the same majority held by the Democrats last 
year. 


Hupson, N. Y., March 3.—The town meet- 
ngsin Columbia County yesterday resulted in 
the election of 12 Republican Supervisors and 10 
Democrats. Last yearthe board had 12 Demo- 
crats. The political change is attributed to the 
extra officiousness of the newly appointed Coi- 
lector of Internai Revenue of this district. 


SARATOGA, N. Y., March 3.—The Board 


of Supervisors elected in Saratoga County stands: 
Republicans, 13; Democrats, 7. 





THE OH10 POLITICAL FRAUDS. 
CoLuMBUvs, Ohio, March 3.—The Supreme 
Court will to-morrow morning render its de- 
cision in the Dalton case, which was appealed 
from the Common Pleas to the Circuit Court 
and then carried to the higber court. The 
Senate committee now in Cincinnati still 


hold possession of the returns at Cincinnati and 
refuse to give them up, in order that Dalton 
may bring them to Columbus and purge him- 
self of contempt. Should the Supreme Court 
affirm the decisions of the lower courts the 
House Committee on Privileges and Biectioos 
will probably take the records from the Senate 
committee by process of law. the latter having 
no legal right to them. 

The Payne investigating committee has done 
notoing this week. A number of subpcenas are 
out, but the gentlemen wanted most are not at 
the present time within reach. 





NIAGARA HACKMEN BEATEN. 

Burra.o, March 3.-—-The charter election 
at Niagara Falls yesterday was conducted on the 
issue Hackmen vs. Citizens, with the result that 
the latter won by a majority of 350 out of 681 
votes polled. The result wasa zreat surprise, 
and is due to a large extent to the 
efforts of Superintendent Welch, of the Niagara 
Reservation. The hackmen have for years 
ruled the village in much the same. man- 
ner as they have robbed the tourists, 
and the residents have seemed power- 
less to dislodge them. They have heretofore 
controlled enough votes to hold the balunce 
of power, and when their men were elected it 
was impossible to pass ordinances or make regu- 
lations which conflicted seriously with their in- 
terests. Now, however, there isa chance that 
the far-famed and infamous Niagra Falis hack- 
man will be. in a measure at least, subjugated.

A CONSPICUOUS SENATOR 


MR. RIDDLEBERGER, OF VIRGINIA, 
TAKES THE FLOOR. 

HE ATTACKS CERTAIN NEWSPAPER MEN AND 
SAYS MR. SHERMAN DOESN’T UNDER- 
STAND PARLIAMENTARY RULES. 

WASHINGTON, March 3.—Senator Riddle- 
berger loses no opportunity nowadays to make 
himself conspicuous, and it is a pity that a pub- 
lic man who has so much persistency 

in that direction should be without a 

great motive for frequent speaking. He 

made the gentlemen who serve as private 
secretaries to Senators, and whose names are 
kept from the public very carefully, decidedly 
uncomfortable to-day, and later on he betrayed 
undignified anger for having, as he intimated, 
been “sat down upon” by older Senators than 
himself. During the morning hour he secured 
the attention of everybody inthe chamber by 
asking the Senate to adopt a resolution instruct- 
ing each Senator to report to the Senate 
on Monday next the name of his private 
secretary. He had reasons for offering this 
resolution, he said, and he was about to state 
them when Senator Platt interrupted to say that 
some Senators had no private secretaries, and so 
could not obey the resolution. Mr. Riddleberger 
said that the last Congress had voted to pay 
the private secretaries of Senators, aud he was 
acquainted with the fact that tickets of admis- 
sion to the floor of the Senate were issued to 
persons as private secretaries who would not be 
admitted to the parlors of gentiemen acquaint- 
ed with them as he was. There were some 
men on the floor as private secretaries, Mr. 
Riddieberger continued in tones of rising in- 
dignation, under pay by the Government, and 
some Senators had secretaries who were there 
only to blackmail! Senators and libel them in the 
newspapers they represented. Mr. Riddleberger 
wanted to knowif such then were to be ad- 
mitted to the floor. ‘* We read,” he said, “ of 

Capt. Eads having been on the floor of the House 

of Representatives,” and he wanted to say that 


Eads had three representatives in the Senate, two 
being connected with Republican papers and one 
with a Democratic journal. They were in the 
Senate as private secretaries of Senators, receiv- 
ing no pay and getting tickets of admission from 
a Senator who bad bis own son drawing pay asa 
private secretary. Mr. Riddleberger fuollowed 
this charge with the announcement that he pro- 
posed to press the matter upon the Senate until 
it was known “where this thing was 
evolved.” Then the resolution was put to vote 
and it was adopted with only one or two negative 
votes. A few minutes later, when the Viginia 
Senator was out of his seat, Mr. Hoar moved a 
reconsideration of the vote, but at Mr. Me- 
Miilan’s suggestion he aliowed the motion to 
stand until Mr. Riddleberger returned. This oc- 
curred soon afterward, but the Senator again 
left the floor, and then in his absence the reso- 
lution was reconsidered and amended by Mr. 
Hoar so as to provide that the names of private 
secretaries should be handed to Secretary Mc- 
Cook and be printed in the Hecord. In this 
shape the resolution was Sate cerens to. 

Later in the afternoon the Virginia Senator 
again made himself conspicuous. He is not 
pleased at the treatment he has received from 
some of the Republicans, who regard him as a 
very troublesome and intractable member of 
their party, and he took Occasion to-say so. The 
Blair Educational bill was ~ending, and an 
amendment by Mr. Plumb had been de- 
clared lost, when Mr. Riddleberger called for 
the yeas and nays. Mr. Sherman told him 
it was too lute, decision baving been 
given. Then the Virginian indignantly declared 
that there was a manifest disposition to sit down 
upon him in everything he tried to do. He 
thought the Blair bill was being talked to death 
by its friends,and he wanted to have it voted 
on soon to insure its passage. He insisted 
on his right to call for a roll call, and 
when he had guieted down for a moment 
Mr. Sherman remucked that the Chair had 
never discriminated against the Virginia 
Senator, but bad rather leaned the other 
way. He hoped,’ he added, that the 
Senator would withdraw his imputation against 
the Chair. Mr. Riddieberger seemed to be in 
doubt whgt to say next, but was reminded bya 
felilow-Sdaator that it was in order to grant Mr. 
Sherman’s request. He finally stated that it was 
not his purpcse to impute anything against 
the Chair, but what he did mean to say was 
that the Chair didn’t understand the rules 
governing a parliamentary body. The whole 
Senate burst into a laugh at this 
remark, and Mr. Sherman’s face grew very red. 
With a wave of the hand Mr. Riddleberger went 
on toclaim his right to demand a roll call. It 
was evident thatthe Senator was onthe ram- 
page, and to prevent any further explosions 
Mr. Plumb broke in upon him with a motion to 
adjourn. Some of the Senators wanted to go 
on with the Biair bill, and others wanted an ex- 
ecutive session. The latter prevailed, and if Mr. 
Riddieberger bad anything further to say it was 
heard behind the closed doors. 

It is undoubted that the immediate cause of 
Mr. Riddleberger’s assault upon the system of 
admitting private secretaries to the chamber was 
the recent publication in a local paper of a bitter 
attack upon the Senator written by a newspaper 
man who is admitted to the floor as the secre- 
tary of one of the North Carolina Senators. Mr. 
Riddleberger has taken no pains to conceal his 
intention of “‘getting even” with the newspa- 
per man referred to, 3

When the Pensions Appropriation bill was un- 
der discussion in the House on Thursday of last 
week Mr. Henderson, of Iowa, with many assur- 
ances of fraternal feeling for the South, made a 
severe attack upon Southern members for not 


voting for the increase of the pension to widows 
and orphans. The Republicans regarded his 
attack as unanswerable. To-day, however, 
when the debate on the bill was resumed Mr. 
Norwood, of Georgia, gave Mr. Henderson an 
answer which is pronounced by all who heard it 
to be one of the best speeches of its Kind deliv- 
ered for many years in tbe House. With the keen- 
est wit he leveled shot after shot at Henderson 
and provoked roars of laughter by his ridicule 
of the Iowa Representative, whom he compared 
to several mock heroic personages. The mem- 
bers from the Republican side all crowded over 
to the Democratic side of the House to, listen, 
and Mr. Henderson, after a number of feeble in- 
terruptions, dropped into his seat as if he had 
been sandbagged. Mr. Norwood provoked 
screams of laughter when he declared that 
Henderson was afflicted with cerebral ele- 
phantiusis, a disease which was indicated by 
the inability of the patient to say or do the 
things he desired to do, so that when Mr. Hen- 
derson said he approached a subject with deli- 
eacy he did precisely the reverse. Mr. Norwood 
is slightly gray, has the air of a physician, which 
he was, and is a born humorist. 

Mr. Breckinridge, of Kentucky, who followed 
him, and who made his first speech in the 
House, is one of the most conspicuous men in 
the body. He is of average height, strong of 
build, and his florid face is garnished with a vig- 
orous white beard and mustache. His hair, 
which hasan inclination to fall upon his tore- 
head, is of a shining silver white. He is only 49, 
but the brilliant whiteness of his hair makes him 
look older, He proved to bea tine orator, and 
for half an bour chained the attention of floor 
and galleries. Besides having a fine command 
of Janguage he did not lack wisdom, for he very 
plainly told the House that in increasing 
the pensions of widows it ought not to forget 
that every dollar appropriated for public pur- 
poses was taken from the people by the tax 
gatherer; that every dollar was coined in the

In the 
naval and Jand expedition against Port Royal 
Col. Terry exhibited great courage, as also in 
the expedition against Fort Pulaski, Cockspur 
Island, Georgia. On April 10, 1862, the fort 
surrendered, and Terry was promoted to a Brig- 
adier-Generalship for his meritorious conduct 
and assigned to the command of tbe First Bri- 
pee of Gen. Benham’s division, Army of the 

outh, His subsequent career throughout the 
war was & conspicuous one, and included gallant 
service on James and Morris Island, the as- 
saults on Batteries Wagner and Gregg, the ac- 
tion at Deep Bottom, and the assault on the 
enemy's positions at Chapin’s farm and Fort 
Fisher, North Carolina.

Harriet Ward Foote, wife of Senator Joseph 
R. Hawley, of Connecticut, died at 6:30 this 
evening at their rooms, No. 312 C-street north- 
west. She had been ill about a fortnight, first 


of a serious sore throat from which she thought 
herself nearly recovered when she spent last 
Thursday in her parlor quietly and not receiving 
visitors. At 8 that evening she was suddenly 
attacked by pneumonia, against which, in 
her enfeebled condition, she made an ineffect- 
ual struggle. She was attended by Dr. R. Walsh, 
assisted by Dr. Mackall, of Georgetown, and Dr. 
Van Reypen, the Assistant Surgeon-General of 
the Navy. Mrs. Hawley was born at Guilford, 
Conn., June 81, 1831, Her ancestors were among 
the early settiers of New-England, and had for 
many generations been in Guilford. Near- 
ly three year of the war {fshe_ spent 
in hospitals attendizg the wounded and 
teaching others to do_ so. Sometimes 
she was with her husband when he had local 
commands in Virginia, South Carolina, and 
Florida. For nearly a year, including the bat- 
tle Summer of 1864, she had charge of a ward in 
the Armory-Square Hospital in this city. After 
the war she followed her husbana’s fortunes in 
Hartford, Philadetphia, and Washington. She 
was energetic, and her active organiz- 
ing mind engaged in many benevolent so- 
cieties.

WINDING UP A SUSPENDED BANK. 

HounTINGDON, Penn., March 3,—A propo- 
sition has been made by J. B. Williams, Receiver 
of the Bedford County Bank, at Everett, which 
failed in September, 1884, fora settlement of the 
claims against the bank, which will probably be 
accepted by the, creditors. The liabilities were 
about $147,000, and the assets were about an 
equal amount, but much of them valueless.

BLOCKADING THE STREET 


STRIKERS PREVENTING THE RUN- 
NING OF THE CARS. 

A SCENE OF DISORDER FOLLOWING THE 
UNSATISFACTORY TERMINATION OF THE 
DRY DOCK RAILROAD CONFERENCE. 

The strike on the Dry Dock, East Broad- 
way and Battery Railroad was far from settle- 
ment all through yesterday. Those of the men 
who anticipated an easy victory over the com- 
pany—that was the common expectation among 
the men—found that the other side of the con- 
troversy was discouragingly stubborn, while the 

Directors of the company were left in no doubt 

that the Executive Committee of the strikers 

was animated by very strong loyalty, The day 
was made lively by incidents more or less excit- 
ing, the chief of which occurred early in the aft- 
ernoon, soon after the men heard of the unsatis- 
factory result of the conference. At night re- 
ports were current that if the company did not 
yield within a reasonable time, the running of 


cars would be stopped on all linesin this city 
and Brooklyn. 

The men got wind between 1 and 2 0’clock that 
the company was going to attempt to run acar 
over the Grand-street line, and a messenger was 
sent to the Arbitration Committee to ascertain 
whether it should be allowed to proceed on its 
way in peace or rolled off the tracks into the 
street. Committeeman O’Donnell hurried down 
to the stables to give directions in person. 
Superintendent White anticipated trouble in 


getting out his car, but, encouraged by Mr. 
Richardson and the other Directors, he went 
straight abead with his arrangements and sent 
to Capt. Petty, of the Thirteenth Precinct, tor 
help. The strikers simply congregated on the 
street corners and waited. The entire neighbor- 
hood, which takes no pains to conceal its sym- 
pathy with the employes, maie itself conspicu- 
Ous iD the surrounding shops and from the win- 
dows of neighboring: houses. 

Several car lines converge at the foot of 
Grand-street, some of them making a terminus 
there and others, like the We hawken Ferry cars 
and the Beit Line, switching off intoside streets 
for an outlet to the broader avenues. To avoidan 
intricacy of curves the Grand-strect cross-town 
cars arerun from the stables through Monroe- 
street to the ferry house and the etarter’s box. 
If the employes had interferred with the car 
while it was in Monroe-street the whole affair 
would have ended in a few minutes without 
much inconvenience to anybody. But the men 
were too shrewd for that. They were going to 
strike a blow trom the shoulder and they wanted 
it to hit home. ‘The wide stable doors were 
swung back at 2:15 and a blue car, with Capt. 
Petty and tive solid-iooking policemen sitting 
inside, rolled over the rails without a sign of 
disturbance from theidle employes. They did 
not appear to notice it. The cur turned from 
Monroe into Grand street, and the starter’s bell 
announced to the neighborhood with a sonorous 
twang that it was about to proceed on its travels. 
Superintendent White stood on the pavement in 
front of his office to see it ott, and the Directors 
beamed smilingly on it from the second-story 
windows. “ Track Boss” Daly was at the brake 
and ** Boss Starter’? Ewing put on a conductor’s 
cap, all ready to ring up fares. Noone got on 
board but the policemen, and they did not pay. 

It would be bard to tell just where the trouble 
began, but before the car had been drawn half 
a block an unsuspecting coal heaver, who 
crossed the track immediately in front of it, 
was surprised and disgusted at having his load 
of two tous suddenly dumped into the street. It 
was impossible forthe horses to drag the blue 
car over a mountain of coal, so the policemen in 
the car got out and shifted it across to the down 
track. It had barely started again when a load 
ef barrels, piled so high on the truck tbat the 
driver could look into second-story windows as 
he rode alone, dropped squarely in front of the 
horses and called another halt. By this time the 
policemen were getting mad, but they rolled the 
barrels aside, and, jumping on the blue car, 
again prepared to resume their ride, 

It was amazing to see the crowd congregate. 
From all the side streets and across the ferries 
peopie came in droves. Grand-street, from the 
ferry house to Goerck-street, was impassable, 
There were only about 800 idle employes in ail, 
but the swarm of men that’ seemed to hunger 
for summary vengeance on the blue car was 
estimated ut 2,000. ‘Tie company saw that it had 
made a mistake, but itappeared to be us hope- 
less a task to get the car back into the 
stables as to go on with it. The trouble 
was complicated by the arrival of several 
Weehawken Ferry cars and Belt Line 
cars, Which could not possibly push through 
the crowd, evenif their drivers had been dis- 
posed to make atrial. The complications were 
not remedied much by the arrival of additional 
police from the Seventh, the Tenth, the 
Eleventh, the Thirteenth, and the Seventeenth 
Precincts. All that the policé could do was to 
struggle in and with the crowd. In spite of them, 
a string of at least 25 cars were soon lifted from 
the tracks and strewn ina formidable barrier 
across the street. Tlfe driver of one Wechawken 
car, John Grady, stopped his car at the Goerck- 
street crossing and got off under the pretext of 
clearing the way for his horses. The police 
could not find him when they wanted to 
make him move on, so an officer in uniform got 
hold of the lines, The strikers said that he 
was liable to arrest for driving without a 
license. After consulting Capt. Petty he 
decided to risk it. Then some man cut the 
traces. Grady happened around about this 
time and a_ policeman took him_ into 
custody for obstructing public travel. Justice 
Power discharged him soon afterward in the 
Essex Market Court. The policemen tried to 
lift this car off the track, so that the other Wee- 
hawken cars might proceed, but it was no use. 
The strikers were as methodical and orderly in 
their work of obstruction as the circumstances 
would permit. So far as could be ascertained, 
one a blow was struck. Certainly no one was 

1urt. 

After this state of things had lasted a few 
minutes word was sent to Committeeman 
O'Donnell that the company was desirous of 
getting the car back into the stables, and would 
make no further attemptto run over the road. 
The disturbance stopped like magic. The driv- 
ers of the cars that were blocked and the idle 
employes all turned to with a will, and helped to 
set matters right again. It was the work of half 
an hour to get the blue car back into the stables 
somewhat the worse for its brief but 
rough journey, and to Jift the other 
cars onto the rails again. The neighborhood re- 
sounded with yells. It was soon reported that 
the company would make another attempt at 6 
o’clock, and the men waited around to see 
about it. Noattempt was made, At7 o’clock 
the policemen were in possession of the compa- 
ny’s office, telling what they would have done if 
they hadn’t done something entirely different. 
Opposite the stables are two or three restau- 
rants that thrive on the pecrousas of the car 
men. About dark some of the non-union men 
working in the stables went over there to get 
something to eat. They were hustied out. The 
restaurant men said ** they were not goin’ ag’in 
the boys.” . 

The conference which preceded this demon- 
stration begau at 10 o’clock, when the Directors 
and the committee from the strikers met at the 
company’s oflices, in Grand-street. At the out- 
set the Directors conceded the demands of the 
committee that 12 hours should constitute a 
day’s work, and thata day’s pay should be $2. 
No further progress was made. although the 
conference !asted nearly four hours. The com- 
mittee insisted that all the demands contained 
In its list be conceded, and from beginning to 
end the conference in this respect was a series 
of demands andretfusals. Director Richardson, 
who spoke for his associates, said that the 
Directors regarded demands to regulate the 
number of trips and to discharge and 
reinstate certain Men as an attempt to encroach 
upon the rights of the management, and that to 
concede them would be, iu effect, to hand over 
the direction of the company’s business to the 
strikers’ association. There was a spirited con- 
test over the demand for the discharge of a man 
who had been bired as feeder. He simply fed 
the horses yesterday morning when they were 
in great need of it. Director Richardson said 
that before he would vote to turn thisman away 
he would be Willing to let the charter lapse and 
put the company into bankruptcy. This was 
the spirit of the conference almost from the be- 
ginning, and it broke up with an informality bor- 
dering on confusion. : 

When the strikers’ committee reported what 
had happened tothe men in waiting at the hall 
on East Third-street a good deal of excitement 
and indignation was stirred up. Members of 
the coramittee forgot to be conservative, and, 
when it was j~ *posed to call upon the employes 
ot other roads it the city to strike in order to 
force tie Dry Dock Directors to terms the 
suggestic’ Was loudly cheered. A wxood deal 
was said on this subject. In the latter part of 
tbe afternoon it was discussed not only among 
the strikers, but men on the other lines were talk- 
ing about it as a thing likely to occur. This pros- 
pect was made alluring to the men by assurances 
from the Phoenix Labor Club, (brass workers.) 
from the Americus Club, composed of sundry 
small trades, and from other organizations that 
funds in any amount would be at command to 
sustain a strike of any dimensions. The meet- 
ing room and the sidewalks in its vicinity were 
crowded all day with strikers and their friends, 
There was no occasion for police interference at 
that point, however, for the men were sober and 
not at all inclined toward riotous utterances or 
conduct on the street. At Grand-street a squad 
of 25 officers did all that was required while the 
conference lasted, but after the biockade and 
demonstration Capt. Petty and a force enlarged 
to % men were constantly on duty. A few 
stages ran to the ferry late in the afternoon, and 
did a thriving business for a littie while, 

After the conference the Directors of the road 

mained jin session most of the afternoon. 

ommissioner Kernan had warned them that he 


| could not sanction their failure to dischar, 
the obligations of the road as a common carrion, £ 





and their deliberations were directed to meeting 
this contingency. Resolutions were finally 
passed instructing the Superintendent to em- 
ploy men enough to run the cars at $2 a day for 
2 hours’ work, tospare no outiay in carrying 
out the duty of the road to the public, and call- 
ing on the Mayor and police to afford the com- 
pany the protection necessary to enable it to 
do .its duty. Director Richardson took a 
copy of these resolutions to the Hoffman 
House before dinner, to show to Commissioner 
Kernan, who had not then returned there. Mr. 
Richardson said it was then the intention of the 
company to try torun cars to-dey. He had no 
idea of further conference with the strikers, 
and the strikers at that hour were saying that 
the management of the road would next hear 
from the Executive Committee of the order un- 
less there was speedy compliance with all de- 
mands, Commissioner Kernan returned to the 
Hoffman House early in the evening and waited 
in the hope of hearing something that might 
promise a settlement of the trouble. None of 
the parties to the controversy called upon him, 
and he took the 9:15 train for Albany. 

The strikers congregated in Clarendon Hall 
last evening, awaiting word from their Executive 
Committee,who were attending a meeting of the 
District Executive Committee, It was reported 
on good authority early in the evening, although 
not by the committee, that the District Com- 
mittee had ordered two more lines of cars 
to tie up this morning, the green 
Jine, running from Grand-Street Ferry to West 
Forty-second-street, and the Avenue C line, run- 
ning from East Twenty-third-street to Cham- 
bers. Thisaction was ordered because the Presi- 
dent of the latter line and a Director of the for- 
mer took part, as Directors of the Dry Dock line. 
in yesterday morning’s unsatisfactory confer- 
ence. This was denied later by one who pro- 
fessed to know of the discussions of the Exec- 
utive and District Committees. According to 
this story the Dry Dock Company was to be given 
a reasonable time in which to concede the 
demands of its men. Then, 1f it was still obdu- 
rate, a general strike would be ordered and the 
running of cars on every line inthis city and 
Brooklyn stopped. It was authoritatively stated 
that no other lines would be tied up this morning. 





A STEAMER WRECKED. 


CAPT. WYMAN, OF THE SAXON, AND FIVE OF 
HIS CREW LOST. 

Harirax, Nova Scotia, March 3.—The 
Cunard steamer Beta arrived in port this morn- 
ing from Jamaica, Turk’s Island, and Bermuda, 
after a very stormy passage. She brought from 
Turk’s Island the second engineer and seven men 
belonging to the steamer Saxon, which was 
wrecked at Birche’s Lookout Reef, Caicos 
Passage, on the 4th ult., the Captain and five 
men being lost. Charles J. Mason, second en- 
gineer of the unfortunate ship, who belongs to 
Halifax, furnishes the following particulars of 
the disaster: The Saxon, Capt. Wyman, left 
New-York on Jan. 29 tor Cape Haytien with an 


assorted cargo. The first three days out the 
weather was very stormy, with head winds. 
On the night of Thursday, Feb. 4, at 8 P. M., 
the ship struck the reef off the Caicos, 
(Birche’s Lookout,) the weather at the 
time being moderate. The engines were imme- 
diately reversed and kept at full speed all night. 
At daylight on Friday the crew commenced 
throwing over the cargo, which was accom- 
plished before night. At 9 P. M. Friday, with 
heavy sea on, the engines became useless from 
the vessel breaking in two. The boat 
which had been launched was swamped 
alongside, when the second mate and the 
cook were drowned. Atthis time, 10 P. M., the 
first and second engineers, two firemen, and two 
sailors left for the shore in a smail boat, leaving 
the Captain, mate, steward, three sailors, and 
one fireman on board. Twoo: the men who re- 
mained on the steamer subsequently jumped 
into the sea, and with the assistance of a plank 
managed to reach a schooner near by, from 
which they were afterward transferred to shore 
by a boat. During the night the mate (the Cap- 
tain’s son) jumped overboard and attempted to 
wim ashore and was drowned. Shortly after this 
the steward became crazed and jumped over- 
board and was lost, while one of the sailors was 
washed overboard and also drowned. The Cap- 
tain became delirious and soon died, leaving 
only the fireman of all who remained on the 
ship. On Monday morning the wreck was 
boarded by the schooner, who rescued the fire- 
man and took the body of the Captain to West 
Caicos, where it was buried near the shore, 

A Turk’s Island paper of Feb. 13 in speaking 
of the affair says: ‘*‘We learn from several 
sources that Constable Dean and others aid 
their best to persuade the Captain to leave 
the vessel, knowing the dangerous position 
she was in, but their efforts were of no 
avail. All that is known of what took place 
after the chief engineer leftis taken from the 
statement of the fireman who was rescued from 
the wreck. A portion of the cargo has been 
saved in a damaged condition and will be sold 
for the benefit of all concerned.”

HIS ACCUUNTS $10,000 SHORT. 

CuIcaao, Ill., March 3.—The statement is 
published by a local paper this morning that W. 
8. Thorn, for several years in charge of the 
Union Ticket Office at the Union Station, corner 
of Canal and Adams streets, is short in his ac- 
counts and is practically under arrest. The 
amount of his shortage, according to the best 


authenticated statements, is alleged to be not 
less than $10,000. Mr. Thorn 12 or 18 years ago be- 
came connected with the Pennsyivania Railroad 
system, and six or seven years ago took charge of 
the office atthe Union Station. As he handled 
the ready money for five trunk lines, the amount 
of cash passing through his hands was very 
large. The article states that the auditors of the 
various lines instituted an investigation last 
week, and on Friday Mr. Thorn was notified of 
the discovered shortage and relieved from cuty. 
Heis said to bea man of good habits and not a 
gambler. The Fidelity and Casualty Company 
of New-York, an organization formed for the 
purpose of insuring employers against pecula- 
tions or defalcations of employes, has issued a 
twenty-five-thousand-dollar policy on Mr. 
Thorn, which amply secures the railroad com- 
panies. Thorn is under the surveillance of de- 
tectives of the indemnity company at his home. 





FABRY’S APPROACHING COMET. 

BawtrmMoreE, March 3.—Calculations on 
the approaching comet discovered by Fabry 
have been made by students of the Johns Hop- 
kins University, in this city.’ They find that it 
will reach its greatest brilliancy on May 2, when 
it will probably bea very conspicuous object in 
the western sky after sunset. Their results do 
not, however, confirm the early conclusions of 
the German astronomers, which were based on 
only 18 days of observation, that the comet will 
be visible all night. The comet will set two or 
three hours after the sun during the first half of 
May, and will then rapidly disappear. 





JAMES GAFNEY'S INSANE DELUSION. 
Burrato, N. Y., March 3.—A tall, well 
dressed man walked into the Police Head- 
quarters building to-day and asked for the pro- 
tection of the police. He said he was pursued 
by a band of men who wanted to kill him. He 


had started from New-York for Kansas, but be- 
coming possessed of this delusion sold his ticket 
here and decided to return to New-York, where 
he said he lived. He gave the nameof James 
Gafney. A doctor pronounced him mentally 
unsound, and he was remanded to jail to await 
news from his New-York relatives.

THE SHOOTING OF DAVIS DE- 
SCRIBED BY HOLLAND. 

THE PRISONER TELLS WHAT HE EXPECTED 
WHEN HE CAME EAST, HOW HE WAS 
PREPARED, AND WHAT HAPPENED. 

The Holland trial went right up to. the 
top notch of interest yesterday, for before the 
noon recess the biack-eyed little Texan was 
called to the stand and began to tell how he and 

Hill made up their minds to come on to New- 

York. He went along swimmingly witb his 

deeply interesting tale and was nearing the day 

of the shooting when the court adjourned for 
recess. After the adjournment the struggle of 
the curiosity seekers in the corridor to get inta 
the court room was tremendous. They fought 
and scrambled, swore and pushed, told all kinds 
of stories, and did everything that human in- 
genuity could invent to gain an entrance to the 
courtroom. Half a dozev stalwart policemen 
fought them back and tried to keep the corri- 
dors clear, so that the jurymen aad the lawyers 
could get into the court room. It was a grand 
struggle. Some of the young men claimed to be 
brothers of the Judge, and others said they were 
prominent Wall-street men. One young man 
presented a pass from some dignitary, but the 
silk-hatted court official who stood behind the 
big wooden bar at the outer door leading to the 
court room said he didn’t care if the young man 
had a pass from Grover Cleveland. He couldn’t 
go in, and thatended it. A few smart fellows 


managed to get in after the court room bad 
been tilled"up with those who possessed the nec- 
essary influence, but itdid not do them mucn 
good, for as soon as handsome Billy Rickett# 
saw that the seats were all occupied he said in a 
sarcastic voice: *“* Gentlemen, you can’t stand 
up here. You must either sit down or go out.” 
As there were no more chairs and Mr. Ricketts 
wouldn't let them sit on the floor, they had to ga 
out, 

Holland was in court bright and early with 
his side partner, Deputy Sheriff McCloskey. The 
little Texan, as usual, had achoice lot of per- 
sonal friends sitting around him. Among thenr 
were H. S. Buckner and Kk. L. Grinnel, whe 
travel in Texas for mercantile firms; P 
Meade and 8S. M. Ray, of Taylor City, Texas; 
Jobn T. Montgomery, of Fort Worth, and N. D, 
Crossley, of Abilene. While they were all sitting 
around Holland The Davis strode into the court 
room looking as black as the ten of spades. Hé 
stood up and looked at Holland for fully half a 
minute with an expression of the bitterest 
hatred and scorn on his face. Then he sat down 
in a chair where he could see the Texan and 
continued to glare at nim. Holland calied the 
attention of his friends to Davis, stniled at him 
calmly, and resumed his conversation. 

The jurymen and lawyers were all on hand 
early, the representatives of the people as usual 
coming in last. When Mr. Ricketts had suns 
his little song, beginning ‘** Hear ye, bear ye,” 
and the roll of the jury had been called, Coun 
selor Price stood up. perched his eyeglasses on 
his expressive nose, and began to read in a low 
voice the testimony Theodore Davis had given 
at the Coroner’s inquest. , 

** Please read a little louder, Mr. Price,’ said 
Judge Van Brunt; “ I can hardly bear you, and 
I’m sure the last juryman up there can’t.” 

The handsome young man from the Dakota 
flats, Howard Hopping, indulged in a blush that 
ran from his chin up over the top of bis bald 
head and went down behind out of sight, and 
braced up to listen intently to the wearisome

Mr. Makemson_ read questious 
and Mr. Grady read answers. These gave the 
testimony of persons living in Abilene, ‘Texas, ag 
to Holland’s character. ‘Mr. Makemsop read thé 
questions in a hard, dry voice, and peered oves 
his spectacies at Mr. Grady after each one. Mr. 
Grady answered emphatically and looked ear- 
nestly at the jury after eacb reply. The first de« 
ponent was George T. Phillips, and the second 
was R. A. Moore. Each of them said that Hol- 
Jand was sober, industrious, tender-hearted, hu- 
mane, bright, honest, noble, good, and true, and 
if there were any other adjectives that could! 
help him along they wanted themselves to be 
understood as having let them fly. Otto W. 
Stetlins, banker; Thomas Adams, County Treas- 
urer;.C. W.-Merchant, who was in the live stock 
and banking business; Jacob J. Read, Clerk of 
the District Court, and several others had 4de- 

osed to the best of their ability, and the two 
awyers wept on reading until Judge Van Brunt 
said: 

**Tam informed that the prosecution does not 
propose to put in any evidence to contradict 
these depositions. Why can’t you just give the 
pames and positions of the deponents, as their 
testimony is all alike ?”’ 

**Your Honor,” said Mr. Makemson, coming 
into the case as an orator for the first time, }

Mr. Makemson becked up against a railing, 
and Mr. Grady read from a paper asking him his 
name, age, and occupation. Mr. Makemson

“ My name is Jobn Ireland; my age is 58; Iam 
a lewyer by profession; am at present Governor 
of ‘Texas and live at Austin.” 

The Governor knew Holland slightly, and was 
well acquainted with his reputation in Abilene. 
His general reputation for honesty, integrity, 
temper, habits, and humanity was good. He 
knew that Holland’s friends and neighbors wera 
greatly surprised to hear that he had killed a 
man. Joi:n W. Dunn, 8 years old, County Treas- 
urer of Leon County, where Holland was raised, 
was the next deponent. He had known the pris- 
oner ever since he was a little boy. He knew that: 
no young ntan in Leon County was more highly 
esteemed than Holland. He possessed ali the at~- 
tributes that go to make up a good citizen. Ex- 
Senator Grady then bunched the remainder of 
the depositions, all of which were from oid ac- 
quaintances of the prisoner, and they all knew 
him to be a good, honest, peaceful member of 
the community. : 

All the lawyers for the defense cathered in a 
bunoh in the centre of the space before the wit- 
ness stand and had a consuitation. Tnen they 
all smiled, for they felt that the prisoner’s repu- 
tation at his home had been thoroughly estab- 
lished and that he would go upon the’stand with 
a good dealin his favor, to which the long ca- 
reer of Mr. Theodore Davis in the sawdust busi- 
ness made a fine contrast. Mr. Price turned 
around and remarked, very much as if he was 
commenting on the improvement in the weather;

I first 
beard about itin June. ‘he report got around 
Abilene that a young man there had lost $1,000.

Davis also gave me a magnifying oom, 
He asked me how I liked it, and I said that I di 
like it. He told me histerms. Hesaid he would 
sell me $10,000 of it for $500. Hesaid he could 
put it up any way I wanted it. He said he had 
sent $60,000 of it tou man in San Franciseo ina 
flour bag, but the usual way was to put itina 
sachel and send it by express. He would go 
along with me and show me where the express 
office was. He showed me a newspaper clipping 
which purportea to give an account of the ar- 
rest of a man who had some of his money, and 
when experts from Washington examined it 
they declared 1t was genuine. He said he would 
see me the next day at the Merchants’s Hotel, 
and I went back there.” 


The court took a recess of three-quarters of 
an hour, after which some more people with in- 
fluence managed to crowd in. Among them 
were Sheriff Grant, John Murphy, John J, 
Quinn, and Nathan Strauss. 

Holiand went on with hisstory. “On Thurs- 
day,” he said, * Hilland I went to the Hanover 
National Bank. Hill banded me $1,000 and 
asked me to deposit it with my letter of credit. I 
was to pay him $500 which [ had borrowed from 
him on the way down from Buffalo in case I 
shoulda want it before I got my letter of credit 
cashed, I wanted it to invest in this money if I 
found it was genuine.” 

‘* Were you looking for genuine money ?” 

“Yes, Sir. I presented my letter to the 
Cashier of the bank and told him I wanted to 
jeposit my money and get a check for $1,500." 

Mr. Makemson produced f check on the First 
National Bank of Abilene for $500 and one for 

275. The witness identified tne former as that 
which he had drawn and given the Cashier of 
the Hanover National Bank upon his letter of 
credit, and the otheras that which he had drawn 
at Abilene to meet his expensesin coming East. 

“I got a certificate of deposit for $1,500 from 
the Hanover Bank,” he said. “ We staid that 
night at the Morton House, and on Friday morn- 
ing went down to the Merchants’ Hotel some- 
where about 12 o'clock, We met Butler there, 
and he told Mr. Hill he would like to show him 
those goods again. Mr. Hill said he would go 
and see them.

He said Butler told 
me to stay at the hotel on Friday andI didn't. 
* We keep posted on the movements of our cus- 
tomers,’ he said. I had left the hotel and had 
walked around the block. Well, I ld him I 
wasn’t a detective. He said he was satisfied and 
would take the responsibility of doing business. 

“ He asked Hill to go and see the goods again. 
Hill went and was gone about 10 minutes. Hill 
said they acted very strangely.

THE HORTICULTURAL SHOW. 
To the Bditor of the New-York Times: 

I visited for the first time yesterday an 
exhibition of the New-York Horticultural So- 
ciety, and a more wretchedly managed one of 
the kindI bave not seen. The officers of the so- 
ciety would do well to visit the ‘provincial 
town” of Boston and take a few lessons from 
the management there. In that city the Horti- 
cultural Society has a well planned building of 


its own—a finely lighted hall on the upper floor, 
with other rooms fora library and society pur- 
poses—used aiso in exhibition for the overflow 
from the display above—on the floor beneath. 
There, for the modest admittance fee of 
cents, the visitor is treated toa really ‘ glorious” 
fioral display, well arranged, so that it can be 
seen and enjoyed comfortably. 

Paying double the above price of admission 

esterday, I was shown intog hall as cold asa 

arn, with a floor which could not have been 
much more uncomfortable if it had been of 
stone with a refrigerator underneath. The few 
tables were huddled together on one side of the 
hall, as this was the only side lighted, and so 
close were they (while the greater part of the 
hall was bare) that there was no comfortable 
room for circulation of the visitors in the aisles 
between. Moreover, the windows were draped 
with thick, heavy curtains, and no pains had 
been taken to throw them well aside and take 
full advantage of even the poor, one-sided light- 
ing the hall afforded, 

A fairly good display of cut roses and hya- 
cinths, a few tulips and lilacs, and a very modest 
display of orchids constituted nearly all of the 
“glorious exhibition” we were led to expect. 
The coldness of the cay may be offered as an ex~ 
cuse for the poverty of the display, but though 
somewhat severe from the wind the temperature 
was not low yesterday, (25° in the afternoon,) 
certainly not lower than might be expected at 
this season, and if no better display could have 
been made on that account itshould not have 
been attempted. Moreover, the crack rose which 
was advertised to be on exhibition was not there 
ateli—at least not theretwo hours after the 
opening, and I was then told that it was not ex- 
pected. The hall, it seems, was quite comforta- 
ble enough for us poor mortals, but would not 
do for ** Her Majesty.”

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BILLS TO OHANGE THE MUNICI- 
PAL SYSTEM OF NEW-YORK, 

A LIVELY CAUCUS ON THE CAPITOL ApP- 
PROPRIATION MEASURE WHICH IS TO 


BE PASSED BY THE ASSEMBLY, 
ALBANY, March 3.—The Assembly poured 


another heap of bills down upon Clerk Chicker- 
ing’s desk to-day. The most important of these 
were introduced by Mr. Lyon. They amend the 
charter of New-York in about the same 
directions. as the Gibbs bills. In fact, they 


may be said to be amendments to the 


amendments proposed by those measures. 
One of these is the Gibbs bill which 
deprives the Aldermen of all power to 
confirm any of the Mayor’s appointments. It 
has been claimed that certain departments here- 


tofore known as county departments do not 


come under the'provisions of the Roosevelt act 


of 1884. The bill is to remove all doubt about 
the matter. Another bill so modifies the elec- 
tion laws that bailots must bear the number of 
the Assembly district in which they are to be 
deposited by voters. This is to protect voters 


whose ignorance of district boundaries might 
lead to trouble at the polls, 


The Spring Elections bill of Mr. Lyon, instead 
of fixing the year 1886 for the change, designates 
1887, the election to take place on the first Tues- 
day in April, ard every third year thereafter. 
The Mayor, President of the Aldermen, and 
the Aldermen who are elected next Fall 


are tO hold office till May 1, 1887, 


when they will be succeeded by tho can- 
didates elected in April. The bill reorganiz- 
ing the various departments differs materially 
from the Gibbs bill drawn for that pur- 
pose. It provides that after June 1, 1887, 


the Departments of Docks, Police, Chari- 


ties and Correction, Health, and Taxes 
and Assessments shall have only two 
Commissioners at their head, whose term of 
office shall be six years from date of appoint- 
ment and qualification. The present Park Com- 
missioners are to be succeeded by a board of 
nine members who must serve without compen- 
sation, This is a return to the old system. Cer- 
tain restrictions are placed upon the Mayor in 
the appointment and removal of heads of de- 
partments. He is given the absolute power of 
removaland of appointing successors, but he 
must exercise it within 60 days after he takes 
office. After that time removais can be made 
only upon charges of the Mayor. The Chief- 
Justices of the Supreme, Superior, and Common 
Pleas Courts are made a Court of Appeals 
to pass upon the Mayor’s decisions upon charges. 
The Departments of Police and of Taxes and 
Assessments are to consist of one Republican 
and one Democrat. To the Superintendent of 
Police and the Chief Engineer of the Fire De- 
partment are given the sole power of assigning 
men to positions for Sate. of transferring them, 
and of fining them for dereliction. The Corpo- 
ration Vounsel is constituted the law officer of 
all the departments of the city. The last of this 
series gives to the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment, instead of the Board of Street 
Openings and Improvements, as indicated by the 
Gibbs bills, the power of providing appropria- 
tions and supervising the monumenting of the 
Gteteiot north of One Hundred and Fifty-fifth- 
street. 

Mr. Brennan has startled the Legislature by 
demanding the introduction of Turkish or Rus- 
sian baths—he is not parlicular which—in every 
one of the 24 Assembly districts in New-York 
City. He introduced a bill to this effect to-day. 
It abolishes the present system of public baths, 
which are summery in their nature, Mr. Brennan 
believing that ‘** the working people,” for whose 
benefit ne is endeavoring to legislate, need baths 
all the year round, The Board of Health 
is authorized to employ all the  physi- 
cians and attendants necessary to enforce 
the provisions of this “wise and benefi- 
cent measure.” Another bill by this member 
increases the salaries of the New-York police 
Captains to $2,750, of Sergeants to $2,000, and of 
Surgeons to $2,250. Mr, Brennan did not appear 
so much interested in the discomforts of work- 
ing people when his bill to compel the elevated 
railway companies to place dripping pans under 
their structures came up for consideration to- 
day. He disappeared from the House, and was 
not seen or heard of till the discussion was over, 
His bill had been reported adversely by the 
Railroad Committee, and this report, through 
the efforts of Mr. Lindsay, of Kings,and some 
others, the house disagreed with and sent the 
bill to the Committee ofthe Whole. 

Mr. McManus introduced a bill authorizing the 
Department of Parks in New-York to set apart 
so much of Riverside Park and Drive as they 
may deem advisable to provide suitable ground 
for the interment of the remains of Gen. Grant 
and the erection of a monument. 

Gen. Batcheller introduced his five-headed 
Capitol Commission bill, which was ordered 
printed and taken up when next the Capitol 
appropriation is discussed. 

The Assembly bas agreed to the report of its 
conference committee appropriating $800,000 
for the prisons of the State, The bill now goes 
to the Governor. 

The bill brought to Albany by Emigration 
Commissioners Stephenson and Starr was intro- 
duced by Mr. Erwin to-day, and at his request 
placed on the order of thir ow nay | and reterred 
to the Ways anaj/Means,Committee for a hearing. 
Mr. Erwin explained that the Commissioners 
had q large amount of unoccupied property on 
Ward's Island which they desired to lease to the 
Commissioners of Charities and Correction. The 
rental money they wished to have expended 
ja paying off the mortgage of $200,000 now hang- 
ug over their property, and in liquidating the 
depts due various counties for the care of emi- 


,grants. The bill, he added, authorizea these 


privileges and was entirely meritorious. 
In the Senate a debate sprang up on the Gibbs 
committee bill restricting to three months the 
eriod for filing claims against New-York City 
or accidents on_sidewalks, &c. Mr. Parker op- 
posed the bill. He declared that by so limiting 
the time a great injustice would be often 
done. Messrs. Daly and Reilly supported 
the bill, as if was recommended by the 
New-York authorities, Mr. Fassett held tirat 
the limit should be fixed at one year.’ He 
knew that many fraudulent claims were brought 
against the city, but three months was too short 
alimit. Megsrs. Pitts and Coggeshall united in 
denouncing the class of lawyers who seek out 
the victims of accidents and urge them to bring 
suits against the corporation or municipality. 
Mr. Pitts favored the bill, while Mr, Coggeshall 
opposed it on the ground that it ignored the in- 
terests of the poor man. Mr. Comstock said the 
bill would ston the practice of bringing fraudu- 
lent accident suits against New-York, which had 
come to be acrying abuse, The bill was finally 
progressed for further review by the Judiciary 
Committee.

sented in the Assembly pariors decided to take 
no caucus action upon the subject just at this 
time.

ALEXANDER*SULLIVAN’S HOME RULE TALK 


IN ALBANY. 

ALBANY, March 3.—Cheers and thunders 
of applause drowned the strains of ** The Wear- 
ing of the Green” when Gov. Hill stepped on 
the stage of the Leland Opera House this even- 
ing, in company with County Judge John C. 


Nott and the Hon. Alexander Sullivan, ex-Presi- 
dent of the Irish National League of America. 
The theatre was filled with a notable crowd of 
Irishmen, assembled onthe anniversary of tho 
trial of Robert Emmet tofrender aid tothe Irish 
Parliamentary fund. The stage was draped with 
the American and Irish flags, and portraits of 
Washington, Emmett, and Parnell were dis- 
played, over the latter being the words’ “ All 

ail to the Victorious 1886.” The Hibernian 
Rifle Corps and St. Joseph’s Cadets were present 
in uniform. Judge Nott introduced Gov. Hill 
as the presiding officer of the evening. The 
Governor made a brief addressand introduced 
the principal speaker, Alexander Sullivan, who 
traced at length the character of the present 
Government of Ireland and the bearings of the 


land and agricultural questions. 

The American people, he said, feel quite com- 
petent to decide when, where, and how they 
shall extend theirsympathy. It isa significant 
and pleasant fact that Americans, without re- 

arties here, take a deep interest in the 
cause of Ireland. This is not a foreign question, 
as has been asserted. As early as 1845 Ameri- 
cans paid indirect tribute to English landlords. 
The descendants of the Irish in America then 
sent £1,000,000 to their relatives in Ireland 
to help pay their rents, and the stream of 
American money has since flowed thither with- 
out ceasing. After an eloquent tribute to Rob- 
ert Emmet he said the meeting was held, first, 
to raise money for tbe Parliamentary fund, and, 
second, to give voice to their love for him who 
heads the list of Irish martyrs. England, he de- 
clared, had two Constitutions—one held up to 
the gaze of the world sugar-coated with liberty, 
the other administered 1n Ireland. American 
sympathy had been extended to Ireland, he 
maintained, because it was just. In the support 
of her cause Americans of all political affiliations 
came together on common ground. 
nreply to a question why theIrish do not 
give credit to Gladstone for what he has done 


for Ireland, Mr. Sullivan declared that Gladstone 
does for Ireland only what every other English 
leader does, that which he is forcedtodo. He 
only helps her to-day because he is obliged to. 
England is now under bonds to keep the peace. 
She took an insult from Russia not long 
azo, and she must accept insults 
every other great nation unless — 
rants freedom to Ireland, No man voicing 
he sentiment of any people has so solid a nation 
behind him as Charles Stewart Parnell. There is 
no quarreling about religion. The Irish have 
given up beating out one another's brains for 
he love of the Lord. They are now beating out 
their foes’ brains for the hatred of their enemies. 


If England thought Ireland was not capable of’ 


home rule she would give it to-morrow morning. 
She fears to grant it because it means the down- 
fall of the House of Lords. It means the spread 
of republicanism over the world, 

At the conclusion of Mr. Sullivan’ speech a 
number of letters of regret were read, including 
expressions of sympathy from Secretary Daniel 
Manning and Lieut.-Gov. Jones. Subscriptions

A WILY SPECULATOR. 





HOW THE CITY OF GALESBURG WAS BE- 


TRAYED, 


Curcaco, March 3—A story of how a 
sharp speculator succeeded in inveigling the 
Common Council of Galesburg into buying a 
water works system, which is claimed to be 
worthless, was told in a bill filed to-day in 
the United States Circuit Court by the 
City of Galesburg (lll) Water Works 


Company to set aside the contract of 
urchase. According to the bill one Nathan 
helton contracted to furnish the city with 
water from a system of wells which he was to 
putdown, Thecity gave him the use of water 
mains already made, and agreed to take water 
from him. The Galesburg Water Company 
was accordingly incorporated with a cap- 
ital of $160,000, of which Shelton kept 
$147,000. hen Shelton suddenly discovered, 
as he said, that there was a subterranean river 
70 feet under the city which was connected with 
the Rock River, and would give an inexhausti- 
bly supply of pure fresh water. Ho began to 
excavate a well, and built a large reservoir, 
which was to hold the overflow from the 
well, Near this reservoir was a small, filthy 
stream, conducting the sewage of the city 
and neighboring slaughtering houses, and in 
the night Shelton laid a pipe half a mile up the 
river toa drain from some flelds and slaughter 
houses, and connected it with his reservoir and 
the reservoir with the well, The next day the 
reservoir and well were full, 


the subterranean river had broken out, 

A test was then proposed. A few hydrants:in 
the centre of the city were opened and ahun- 
dred-foot jet of water was thrown into the air. 
The company served water after a fashion from 


December, 1883, to July, 1884, when the filthiness. 


of the water led the authorities to look more 
closely into the source whence it came, They 
then discovered to their intense disgust that 
they had been drinking the sewage of 
the slaughter houses, and that the creek had 
been dammed up by the water company, and 
the whole water supply furnished therefrom. 
Shelton was ordered Ser down the dam, and 
confessed that he had been taking water from 
the creek; that his water system was a failure, 
owing to the caving jn of his aeeren well; but 
stoutly maintained that no creek water had been 
furnished for domestlo purpose 8. The city has 
rescinded its contract.and filed the present bill 
to get possession of its pipes and cancel the 
agreement,

THE QUARANTINE ABUSES 


_——— 


THE SENATE FINANCE COMMITTEE 
LISTENING TO MERCHANTS. 
SOME PLAIN FAOTS TOLD BY THE MARITIME 

ASSOCIATION COMMITTEE — HOW OUR 


COMMERCE IS SUFFERING, 


ALBANY, March 3.—The committee ap- 
pointed by the Maritime Association appeared 
before the Senate Finance Committee this after- 
noon upon the Griswold bill abolishing the fees 
of the Health Officer of the Port of New-York. 
All the friends of the Quarantine ring who were 


in or about Albany at the time gathered to 
listen to what was said. Silas B. Dutcher chewed 
a toothpick and Senator Vedder ate off the ends 
of cigars while they watched the proceedings. 
Senator Coggeshall was there to protect the 
Health Officer, and so was Senator Fassett, the 


latter a member of the Finacne Committee. Dr. 
Smith was not present, but the man with a 


patent arrangement for disinfecting rags at so 
muchaton was. This gentleman, Mr. Bartlett, 
of Brooklyn, sat bebind Senator Vedder, and oc- 
casionally borrowed his richt ear. 

It has leaked out that Tom Platt is preparing 
to bombard the committee with “ petitions” 


signed by ‘* taxpayers” who oppose the passage 


of the Griswold bill on “economic” grounds, 


He has circulated through the agents of the ex- 
press company with which he is associated a 
vast number of these ** petitions,’ with instruc- 
tions to have them filled out with signatures, no 
matter whose, and returned to him. This is a 


new line of business for express agents, but as 
the penalty fora violation of orders is prompt 


discharge, they have done the best they could. 
Soon Senators Fassett, Barager, Raines, Low, 
Vedder and Coggeshall will gravely hand up to 
the Clerk’s desk these express agents’ petitions. 


and they will solemnly refer to them as argu- 


ments against legislation. Itis unfortunate for 
this little scheme that it must be pricked before 
it has fully matured. Senator Griswold had a 
large number of letters and petitions for the Fi- 
nance Committee from merchants and shippers, 
praying for the abolition of the onerous system 
now imposed upon the commerce of the port. 

John §, Chase, the first member of the visiting 
committee to address Mr. Sloan’s committee, 
said that he was a shipowner and a large re- 
ceiver of lumber from the ports of Nova Scotia, 
Prince Edward Island, and other Eastern 
Provinces. It was time, he declared, that public 
office ceasedto bea piratical office. The quar- 
antine tax as at present raised he regarded asa 
disgrace to the State. The fee exacted from 
the lumber vessels coming from Calais, Me., was 
nothing, yet from one of these same yessels com- 
ing from St, Stephen's, a stone’s throw from 
Calais, it was $650, This was in itself a dis. 
crimination for which no good argument could 
be_ advanced. 

D. P. Ball told the committee that the state- 
ment was not true that the fees of the Health 
Officer were mostly paid by foreign vessels. 
American vessels, he declared, paid a very large 
proportion of them. The conditions of com- 
merce were such that unless the taxes were low- 
ered New-York must certainly suffer. Tho ship 
owner was not fully protected, for his only ap- 

eal from the decision of the Health Officer was 
o the Quarantine Commissioners. For three 
years at least there had been no profit in coast- 
wise vessels,so heavy were the exactions im- 
posed upon them at the port of New-York. The 
double fee exacted after sundown was, in the 
judgment of both Mr. Ball and Mr, Chase, a bur- 
den too heavy to be borne by ship owners. 

W. P. Clyde, who said he represented the 
views of the steamship companies, told the com- 
mittee that he was timid about having further 
reforms initiated at Quarantine. He was satis~ 
fled with the present management. Under the 
old system, he admitted, steamship owners were 
compelled to submit to extortions. To Assem- 
blyman Doyle, who represents Staten ‘Island 
and who insisted upon asking some pointed 
questions, Mr. Clyde guardedly admitted that 
the steamship owners had been compelled to 
bribe Quarantine employes to get their vessels 
passed. They had to have their vessels up at the 
wharf at the earliest possible moment, and even 
after a bill of health wassecured there would 
be some hitch, 

*j leave it to you," he said to the committee, 
“to imagine what had to be done under the cir- 
cumstances. I will not use the word bribe. I 
would rather use Mr. Sharp’s word, ‘diffused.’” 

Senator Fassett asked whether any reference 
was intended to Dr. Smith in this connection, 
and Mr. Clyde of course replied emphatically in 
the negative. it was apparent from the gentle- 
man’s frank statements that the steamship own- 
ers can be harried and caused great expense by’ 
Dr. Smith and his employes should they hap- 
pen to: excite the anger of the officials. 

r. Clydethought that thefees of the Health 
Officer amounted to something less than $60,000 
a year. While he did not demand a change in the 
system, he admitted that if equally efficient 
service could be had for lessmoney he should 
favor the proposed change. Mr. Clyde's chief 
solicitude was apparently the salary proposed 
for the Health Officer after his fees have been 
abolished. The sum of $10,000 was not sufli- 

‘elfent, he thought. to induce a good physician to 
take the office. 

Several gentlemen ventured the opinion that 
there were lots of good physicians in the State 
who would take an annual pittance of $10,000 
tor their services. Mr. Chase reminded him that 
the last three Health Officers were taken from 
the country, where the practice of physicians: 
does not net large sums annually. Mr. Clyde's 
references to thé giving and taking of bribes 
‘under the old system” must have some bear- 
ing upon the administration of both Health Of- 
ficers Vanderpoel and Swinburne. This, at 
least, was the impression created byhis testi- 
mony. 

When Senator Fassett inquired why “ we 
residents of the buckwheat districts” should be 
taxed to pay a Health Officer’s salary and the 
other expenses of Quarantine Mr. Chase re- 
minded him that they were protected from the 
introduction of epidemics and plagues by quar- 
antine, and em | ought not to shirk their pay- 
ment of the infinitesimal tax levied upon them 
for the maintenance of a State institution, A 
member of the visiting committee, in speaking 
privately of “the reforms’ instituted by 
Dr. Smith. said, with a laugh: “ Yes, 
instead of coming to an anchor the 
Captains of the steamships can now slow up 
and drop their fee overboard to the boat of the 

. Health Officer alongside.”” Mr. Chase, turning 
to Mr. Clyde, said he hoped, and desired to be- 
lieve, that it was true that no improper re- 
ceipts were allowed under the present manage- 
ment of quarantine. He cited, however, the 
case of a Captain who was accustomed to pay 
the $6 50 fee after he reached New-York, while 
the fact remained that his vessel was never vis- 
ited by a single representative of the Health Of- 
ficer’s staff, 

A gentleman who said his name was Henry W. 
Johnsand and that he was formerly counsel for 
Health Officer Vanderpoel, argued that it would 
be unconstitutional for this Legislature to at- 
tempt to abolish the fees. His arzument made 
such a decided impression upon Chairman Sloan 
that that gentleman subsequently remarked that 
he was about convinced that the only way to 
remedy the evil would be to reduce the fees. 
This idea isnot a newone. Col. George Bliss is 
credited with the opinion that such a reduction 
of fees can be made as will insure the Health Of- 
ficera yearly grab of not more than $10,000 or 

12,000. The committee expects to grant a 
further hearing upon the bill.

Prof. John Fiske, of Harvard College, had 
been announced to speak on “ The Destiny of 
Man in Relation to the Idea of God.”

Idea of God, and Is Pantheism the Outcome of 
Modern Science?” Prof, Fiske reviewed the 
diferent kinds of religion that have existed 
since the creation of man, and he took the 
grouna that true Christianity was broad enough 
to include even the theory of evolution.

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KEEPER LAVERTY’S CASE. 
ARTICLES OF IMPEACHMENT REPORTED IN 
THE NEW-JERSEY ASSEMBLY. 
Treyton, N. J., March 3.—It was a mo- 
notonous day in the Legislature until late this 
afternoon. Mr. Alcott, Chairman of the House 
Committee on Railroads and Canals, introduced 
in the House a substitute for the bill passed by 
the Senate some days ago known as the Chase 
bill, the object of which is to prevent the Balti- 
more and Ohio Road from entering New-York 
by way of a bridge-across Staten Island Sound. 
lt has been claimed that the Chase bill is a 
repealer of the general railroad law. The 
substitute of the Railroad-Committee is prac- 
tically the same in effect, but on its face 
it amends the Bridge bill of 18486. Mr. Wolverton, 
of Hunterdon, moved that the bill be reported 
back to the committee, in order that a large del- 
egation of workingmen who are in favor of the 
Baltimore and Ohiocoming in might be heard 
by the committee. He claimed that the substi- 


tute had been sprung on the House unceremoni- 
ously. Messrs. Parker of Essex, Besson of Hud- 
30n, Gourley of Passaic, and several other mem- 
bers made spirited speeches against the recom- 
mittal of the substitute. The motion to recom- 
mit was lost by a vote of 29 to 28, and the substi- 
tute was ordered to take its place upon the cal- 
endar. 

At 5 o’clock Mr. Besson, Chairman of the 
special committee to investigate the manage- 
ment of the State Prison, handed in the commit- 
tee’s reports, of which there were three. The 
main report, which was signed by all the mem- 
bers of the committee, stated that the commit- 
tee had sufficient grounds upon which to favor 
the impeachment of Mr. Laverty. Articles of 
jImpeachment were submitted with the report, 
pharging that Keeper Patrick H. Laverty had 
been guilty of high crimes and misdemeanors. 
There were three specifications, One en 
him with having committed adultery wit 
one Minnie Schaffer, a pardoned convict; 
one charging him with having relations of the | 
same nature within the prison walls with one 
Annie Lenhbardt, a discharged convict, and one 
charging him with having had in his private 
employ as servants female convicts who came in 
contact with men, which is contrary to the 
prison regulations. This report then recom- 
mended the impeachment of Laverty and the 
appointment by tne Speaker of a board of 
five managers to present articles of im- 
peachment to the Senate. The second 
report was signed by the Democratic 
members of the committee, and recom- 
mended a continuation of the investigation, to 
determine whether or not the Prison Inspectors 
were also liable to impeachment, and charging 
them, or some of them, with having defrauded 
the State out of $20,000 a year for several years 
in a contract awarded Downs & Finch, a firm of 
shirt manufacturers; also with having been 
derelict in their duties in having allowed the 
abuses of the keeper to exist, when they should 
have been, if they were not, cogninzant of the 
facts. The report also charged the Repub- 
lican members of the committee with having 
refused to investigate the management of the 
prison, except as to the keeper. 

The supplemental report of the Republican 
members stated that they had not refused to con- 
tinue the investigation, but that no charges had 
been made against any one but Laverty; they 
were willing that the management of the In- 
spectors should be investigated, but that it 
should be done separately and apart from the 
Laverty case. 

As soon as the reports had been read Mr. Cor- 
bin sent a resolution that Laverty be impeached 
of high crimes and misdemeanors in office to the 
clerk’s desk. There was a long debate over the 
split of the committee in the matter of continu- 
ing the investigation, and finally Mr. Corbin with- 
drew his resolution pending the disposition of 
the reports, and moved the adoption of the re- 
port recommending the impeachment of Lay- 
erty. This was agreed to by a large majority of 
the members.

ICE YACHTING ON THE HUDSON. 

PoUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., March 3.—The 
wind, though not quite so strong to-day, was 
very heavy and ice yachting by members of the 
Hudson River Club was greatly enjoyed all day.

A REAL LIVE MASCOT. 

Curcaco, March 3.“Ferdinand von 
Nordenfiucht, Acting Imperial Consul in Chi- 
cago forthe German Empire, has brought habeas 
corpus proceedings before Judge Garnett to set 
aside a decree of the County Court giving the 
custody of Doroetha Henriette Linse, a 7-year- 
old subject of Emperor William, to Michael 
Streit, of No. 39 Hines-alley. The child was 
fluly adopted by Streit in 1885. The German 
Consul claims that the County Court had no 
right to grant adoption papers, as the child was 
asubject of the German Emperor. The child is 
the dauchter of a couple who met death to- 
gether a year ago, her father killing her mother 
and then shooting himself. Some hundreds of 
applications to adopt the little one were made to 
the County Court, a belief existing amoug many 
people that the child, through the circumstances 
pf her parents’ death, nad become a “ mascot.”* 
Mr. Streit, a blacksmith, was the successful ap- 
plicant. Why the German Consul now seeks to 
possess the child tne attorney in the case refuses 
tosay. Itis understood that a difference of re- 
ligion between the child and the-Streit family is 
one of the grounds. 


THE DUNCAN MURDER TRIAL. 

WATERTOWN, N. Y., March 3.—The de- 
fense inthe Duncan murder trial opened this 
morning. W. M. Rogers made the opening 
speech. Theline of defense will be tat the 
prosecution has not sufficiently proved the 
crime or the identification of the body found. 
The defense will also seek to prove that Duncan 
could not have committed the crime, as he was 
seen with Van Schaick at 9 P. M. Oct. 8, 1884, and 
was in bed at 10 o’clock the same night, and that 
he could not havecarried the body over three 
miles, covered it up, and returned and taken 
his trunk away within that time, either alone or 
with assistance. It will also be shown that Dun- 
can was notat Syracuse on Oct. 16, 1884, when 
the letters and telegrams were claimed to have 
been sent.

KANSAS INDUSTRIES. 
LEAVENWORTH, Kan., March 3.—The first 
report of the Kansas Labor and Industrial 
Bureau has just been issued. The industrial de- 
velopment of Kansas, as shown by the reports 
Bince the census returns of 1880, is very satis- 
factory. The Kansas State Board of Agricult- 


ure in 1878 reported 679 manufacturing estab- 
lishments in the State, having a joint capital of 
$6,503,402. In 1882 the Board of Agriculture re- 
ported 644 manufacturing establishments, with 
a capital of $7,258,106. The recent report of the 

abor Bureau gives 900 establishments and 
$19,000,000 invested, showing a very satisfactory 
increase in capital investments over the census 
returns. The value of the manufactured prod- 
uct of these 900 establishments is $31,000,000; 
number of employes, 12,000; aggregate earnings 
of employes, $4,000,000.

KNIGHTS OF LABOR DISCHARGED BECAUSE 
THEY ARE KNIGHTS. 
SPRINGFIELD, Ohio, March 3.—There is 
great excitement here over the dismissal of a 
big force of the Knights of Labor from the 
East-Street Champlon Reaper Works. The 
workmen say that the number discharged will 
reach 600-or 700. The six lodges of Knights of 
Labor held meetings to discuss the situation 
last night, but took no definite action. The 
foremen in the works, it is said, went through 
the shops yesterday and asked each man if he 
was a Knight of Labor. His answer was-entered 
opposite his name. Whén the time came for 


quitting work those who had admitted belong- 
ing to the Knights of Labor were either paid off 
at once or told to call to-day and get their 
money. The action came like a bombshell to 
the men, and the greatest excitement prevailed. 
There are 8,000 Knights at work in the various 
shops in this city, and if the affair develops into 
a general strike it will be serious. Mr. Whitely, 
the proprietor, said last night: 

“TI don’t know just how many men were. dis- 
charged. Ithink about 300. Ourshop will be 
running with a full number of hands by Mon- 
day. We were compelled to take this course in 
the interest of human liberty, and so far as we 
are posted on the course of the organization in 
other cities it has been one of terror, intimida- 
tion and tyranny, and they were constantly in- 
fluencing otners to join the order who did not 
know anything about it. It is a question with 
every tactory whether it shall have all or none 
of its men belonging to these organizations, and 
whether it shall have these strikes or not. There 
is no middle ground. We prefer to have all our 
men free from all organizations and 1 believe it 
is for the good of the- community to take such a 
course.”’

A WEEK’S FLOUR PRODUCTION. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., March 38.—The 
Northwestern Miller in its issueof March 5 will 
say: “‘ There was quite a heavy decrease in the 
flour output last week, due to less capacity be- 
ing in operation. The water power for the milis 
running averaged very good the week through, 
and no steam was brought intouse. The pro- 
duction of the week was 176,020 barrels, against 
91,600 barrels the preceding week, and 74,900 bar- 
rels the corresponding time in 1885. The major- 
ity of the mills are running or attempting to 
run this week. Fifteen were in motion to-day 
noon, but as the water is quite low they are not 
getting along very smoothly. The water main- 
tained a good stage Monday, but Tuesday and 
up to this noon it was very low. and few mills 
could keep on more than half feed. One feature 
of the situation is that of eight millsidie six have 
a capacity of 1,000 barrels each. The total ca- 
pacity of those in operation is 19,635 barrels; 
idle, 13,500 barrels. One mill is using its engine 
to help out the water pewer. A weaker wheat 
market has been the cause of flour becoming 
less active than the week before, though the 
millers are looking for a better market and are 
maintaining prices.

OHANGES MADE IN THE PLAYING RULES 
FOR BASEBALL. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 3. — Several 
changes of an important nature-were made in 
the playing rules:and laws-of the American As- 
sociation at the meeting last evening. The 
pitcher’s box was lengthoned one foot toward 
second: base, while itis required to place a stone 
filatone foot wide across and in front-of the 
pitcher’s square. The batter's box is changed 
from an oblong of 3 by 6 feetto-one of 4by 6 
feet, precisely as in the League,-whilethe square 
is removed 6 inches from the home plate in- 
stead of 12 inches.as formerly was‘the case. The 
number of strike-outs made by a pitcher is no 
longer to be included in the gencral summary. 
The association is now given the power to sus- 
pend a player for-dishonorable or reprehensible 
conduct. Any club-that disbands may hereafter 
retain its players if 10 days’ due notice has been 
given the association of its proposed disband- 
ment. The home plate may be made either of 
white rubber, stone, or iron. If a base runner 


interferes with eithera batted or thrown ball he 
is to be declared out. e new proviso has ref- 
erence to the thrown ball. The fourth column 
of the score shall be a record of bases stolen and 
shall include every base made bya eye. ex- 
cept.on a batting error or by the aid of a bat- 
ting assist, base on bails, balks, or players being 
hit by the pitcher. The bet. assist column, 
which was so vigorously pushed by several dele- 
gates, was excluded by a unanimous vote of the 
members.

DEATH OF A CHINESE MILLAONAIRE. 
From the Shanghat News, Dec. 16. 

Hu Hesuen-yen, the great Chinese banker 
and millionaire of Hang-Chow, is dead. In some 
respects he was-one of the most remarkable men 
inthiscountry. His father was a merchant, and 
he himself began life from a pretty low rung on 
the ladder, having been originally a simple clerk 
or‘ purser,” as the Chinese sometimessay, ina 
commerolal hong. But by dint of his extraor- 
dinary talents for business he rose rapidly in 
wealth and fame, and for some years past has 
been recognized as the leading merchant of 
China—the representative of China's financial 
and commercial interests, To borrow a phrase 
made familiar to us by Mr. Edward Jenkins, Hu 
Tao-t’ai was, in no far-fetched sense, a true 
Paladin of Finance, and when he died had already 
been horored by the Emperor witha button of 
the first grade, (t’ou p*in ting-t’ai,) a yellow riding 
jacket, and the rank of Provincial Judge. His 
beautiful palace at Hang-Chow was one of the 
show places of China. The Chinese say that his 
career was scarcely like one of real life—it was a 
“ Spring dream.’’ Advancement from so lowa 
degree to the high honors and unbounded wealth 
which he afterward attained is a phenomenon 
less common in China than in Europe and Amer- 
ica. Therehave been many miners and gulch 
laborers in thej United States who have risen to be 
bonanza kings. Mr. Gilead P. Beck does not 
stand alone in the annals of the far West. But 
in China such freaks of fortune are rare, and Hu 
Tao-t’ai may fairly claim a place as a successful 
merchant beside Tzu Kung, the disciple of Con- 
fucius, who, when engaged in business, always 
maJdea profit. In this, however, the sage was 
more fortunate than the millionaire, though he 
never amassed such wealth; for the losses sus- 
tained by Hu in his celebrated silk speculation 
were simply fabulous, and there were probably 
few merchants in the whole of China who ever 
owned as much as was then sacrificed. Hu died 
at midnight a few days ago at Hang-Chow, aged 
something over 30 years. He was nota partic- 
wlarly cultured man, but his influence was 
great, and he was renowned for the extensive- 
ness and liberality of his charities. The Hu 
Pao, in its obituary notice, says: “He has 
saluted the world; and, now that ho has gone, 
having died in impoverished circumstances, 
who is there who will not look back upon his 
career and accord him a sigh of regret ?”

Desbarolles, the fortune teller, died on 
Thursday at the age of 85. Desbarolles was 
originally a painter of considerable talent, and 
it was during a journey in Spain with the elder 
Dumas that ne began tostudy fortune telling 
under the guidance of gypsies.

the hand more deeply, and prociaimed it to bea 
veritable science based upon physiology.

HOW THE BATTLE OF BOONE- 
VILLE WAS WON. 

THE CAVALRY LEADER DESORIBES HOW, 
WITH TWO REGIMENTS, HE PUT FOUR 
TIMES AS MANY REBELS TO FLIGHT.

On the 28th day of June, 1862, while in 
command of the Second Michigan ang Second 
Iowa Regiments of cavalry, by direction of Gen. 
W.8. Rosecrans, commanding the Army of the 
Mississippi, I took up a position at the little vil- 
lage of Booneville, in the State of Mississippi,.on 
the Mobile and Ohio Railroad. The Army of 
the Mississippi lay about 20 milesin my rear and 
that-of the enemy in and about Tupelo and 
Guntown, some 15 miles-in my front. 

It is not necessary in this description to tell 
the object-or purpose for-which I was stationed 
there, 

Immediately on taking this position I-did what 
I never failed to do during the whole course of

THE CAPTURED FILIBUSTER. 
AN OFFICIAL REPORT OF THE SEIZURE OF 
THE CITY OF MEXICO. 

WASHINGTON, March 8.—The Secretary of 
the Navy has received a long report from Com- 
mander C. M. Chester, of the Galena, dated Key West, 
Feb. 22, regarding the capture of the alleged filt- 
bustering steamer City of Mexico. The Galena-.ar- 
rived at St. Andrew's, Colombia, Feb. 14, with R. K. 
Wright,Jr., the United States Consul at Colon,on board. 
The steamer City of Mexico was found in port with 
only her passengers, 80 in number, the Captain, and 
one of her crew on board. The remainderof the crew 
had protested against proceeding to sea with the 
passengers, asserting that they composed an organized 
band unaer the direction of one of the irnumber, Emilio 


Del Gargo, as chief, and that they were in waiting to re- 
ceive arms and ammunition from the American steam- 
er Neptune preparatory to landing on the island of 
Ruatan; that the Vessel, instond of sailing ona peace- 
able voyage, for which they had enlisted, was under the 
control of the said Del Gardo, ana that the Captain 
was implicated in the irregularities; that their contract 
having been broken, they demanded their discharge 
or @ satisfactory guarantee for their lives, which 
they claimed had been threatened by the passengers, 
who were to some extent armed, or that the passen- 
gers should be removed from the ship. Under these 





the-war—made a map, or ratheran information 
map, of the.surrounding country. My~mind ran 


to the accumulation of knowledge of this kind. 
A. great many country roads intersected, or rath- 
er converged, at Booneville, and to watch the 
roads and give timely information of the ad- 
vance of the enemy was, I supposed, the object 
of my being there. I had myself a little broader 
view of the situation. The distance between the 
two hostile armies was thirty or forty miles. If 
I could hold this space, or ,front, 1 could keep 
the enemy inside of his infantry picket line; if 
he could drive me out he could hold our people 
inside of our infantry picket line, and the battle 
of Booneville was fought to see who-was going 
to have this advantage. 

On July 1 the regiments before named, which 
I commanded, had an effective strength of 827 
men. Very early onthe morning of that day, 
July 1,the enemy advanced against me, the 
maincolumn of his forces being in what was 
known as the Blackland road. My_ strong 
picket force was under command of Lieut, 
Scranton, of the Second Michigan Cavalry, who 
afterward became its Colonel. He sent me 
word thatthe enemy had attacked his picket 
post at the place where it was stationed, about 
three miles out of Booneville. I immediately 
sent him orders to fall back slowly if too hardly 
pressed, and that I would reinforce him. The 
reinforcements were sent, but Lieut, Scranton 
was driven back, making a strong resistance, 
nearly to Booneville; in fact, almost to the edge 
of the little town. Meantime I had sent to the 
main army in my rear information of my situa- 
tion and asked for assistance by rail, as there was 
a railroad, the Mobile and Ohio, directly back to 
where the Army of the Mississippi lay, and it was 
well known to my command that I had done so, 

I did not know whether reinforcements would 
be sent or not, so I thought I would do the best 
I could with what I hadin hand. I was heavily 
pressed by the enemy and I did not know his 
strength, but made up my mind torely on rt 
self; and, as I had an accurate knowledge of the 
country, selected one company of the Second 
Michigan and one company of the Second Iowa 
to perform the duty of a forlorn hope, and put 
Major Russell A. Alger, of the Second Michigan 
in command, with instructions to takea wood 
road around the left of the enemy’s advancing 
forces that would lead him around toa point on 
the Blackland road, on which the enemy was 
principally advancing, and at a point in his 
rear, distant from Booneville about three or 
three and one-half miles. Itold Major Alger 
that when he reached the Blackland road he 
should turn up it, in rear of the enemy, and 
not deploy his cavalry, but charge right 
through whatever he met on _ the road, 
and report to me at Booneville. This would 
bring him through the line of battle of the ene- 
my. If he could not charge through he should 
goasfar as he could, and then retreat by the 
same route he went out on. I gave him to con- 
duct him on this mission my guide and scout, a 
thin man with light complexion, long light hajr, 
and a native of the neighborhood of Booneville. 
His name was lost by the burning of my records 
in the Chicago fire. It was from this man I got 
the principal knowledge of my information ma 
that marked this trail or wood road on which 
this forlorn hope was to be a I then tol 
Major Alger I would take the balance of my 
command and join those now fighting the enemy 
in front, and then when he struck the rebel line 
of battle in the rear to have his men cheer as 
loudly as they could; that I would probably hear 
the cheering and would charge at the same time 
from the front; that I would give him one hour 
to go around and come through the enemy’sline 
and reach me at Booneville, and if I did not hear 
the cheering of his men I would charge the ene- 
my at the end of one hour from the time he 
started. 

He went off, and I moved from where I was, 
near my headquarters tent, (I had not discour- 
aged the men by taking down my heaaquarters,) 
out on the line of battle, just west of the rail- 
road track, in the village’ of Booneville. The 
fighting was sharp along the line, and the firing 
of the enemy seemed to show so much numeri- 
cal strength I had the greatest anxiety to hear 
from Major Alger. The hour—the time set to 
hear from him—was up, but there was nocheer- 
ing, so I ordered the charge on the enemy 
which was my part of the arrangement, and 
just at that moment a locomotive and 
two platform cars, loaded with bales 
of hay for the horses of my command, 
came down the track from the main army 
in the rear, right into Booneville and just 
behind the line of battle. As the troops knew [ 
had sent back for reinforcements to belp us I 
thought if the engineer were made to blow his 
whistle it would give them encouragement, 
80 I galloped to him and ordered it to be sounded 
loudly and continuously. The men heard it and 
believed the reinforcements had arrived, and I 
have reason to suppose the enemy thought so 
too. 1 never heard such wild cheering as oc- 
curred on our part. The rr broke and ran, 
not only on the roads but all over the country, 
He was defeated. 

Now, to go back to Major Alger. He f6l- 
lowed the enemy with his command armed only 
with sabres avd Colt’s six-shooting pistols, The 
enemy was principally on the Blackland road, 
and the first thing the Major struck was the 
rebel headquarters, which were captured and 
taken back to a white farmhousein the rear 
by asmall escort under Lieut. Schuyler, of the 
Second Michigan. The charge was continued 
into the rear of the enemy as far as Major 
Alger could go. He was unable to come through 
to me, as the enemy was;too ome. nor did he 
get near enough for me to hear his cheering, but, 
singular as it may seem, it was at the same time 
that I made the charge in front, and probably 
was instrumental in the defeat of the enemy by 
my small force. The enemy, asI heard after- 
ward by prisoners, thought he was charged by a 
large force in front and a large force in rear. 
At all events he broke and ran. 

My whole force, as I have said before, was 827 
men, of which Major Alger’s command num- 
bered about 90, We followed up the enemy rap- 
idly. Major Alger, finding he could not get 
through, turned back the way he had gone, but 
only about one-half, ora little less than one- 
half, returned, and many of these brave fellows 
came back on the horses of their comrades, rid- 
ing double, many of them wounded. I remem- 
ber very well that nearly all had lost their hats. 
Major Alger did not come back, and for a short 
time I thought he had been killed, and his com- 
mand thought so too, but while in pursuit of 
the coemy I had the pleasure and satisfaction 
of meeting him. He was dismounted by the 
limbs of a tree and run over by the enemy with- 
out being noticed in their retreat from my 
charge in front. 

The officers and men of my small command 
were very demonstrative after the battle was 
over in their consideration and politeness to me, 

The enemy had not less than eight regiments; 
I had but two, numbering 827 all told. 

The General commanding the Army of the Mis- 
sissippi saw fit to issue the following comp)li- 
mentary’ order:

tenant; Second-Lieut. James Lockett, Fourth Cav- 
alrv, to be First Lieutenant. 

The Army Appropriation bill as agreed upon by the 
committee appropriates for the maintenance of the 
army during the next fiscal year the sum of $23,887,- 

. made up as follows: Pay Department, $12,466,358; 
bubsistance, $2,046,030; Gooseermenses’s Department, 
$8,890,500; Medical Department, $210,000; Engineer 
Department, $16,500! Ordnance Department, $645,000; 
recruiting service, $100,000; contingent expenses, 
$18,200. ‘The total appropriation last year was $24,420,- 
052, and the appropriation made in thenew bill 1s near- 
ly $1,000,000 less than the estimates. It is said by the 
Chairman that the estimates were largely reduced 
by the Secretary before transmittal to the committee, 
and it was suggested by him that the committee might 
still further reduce them with propriety. The esti- 
mate for manufactureof arms at nationel armories 
was reduced from $500,000 to $800,000, and reductions 
to 4 smaller extent were madein yery many of the 
small items that made up the bill. The new bill aif- 
fers from former army appropriation biils in its mi- 
nute detailed statements, and it exhibits-every item 
of expenditure separately. Provision is made for 
24,800 troops instead of 25,000.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, March 8, 1884. 
The acting Controller of the Currency has 
made a call upon the national banks fora report of 


their condition atthe close of business on Monday, 
March 1. 


The President to-day nominated Joshua T. 
Child, of Missouri, to be Minister Resident and Consul- 


General of the United States to Siam, and William 
Gordon, of New-York, to be Consul at Medellin. 


The House Committee on Private Land Claims 
to-day agreed to report favorably a bill to give the 
heirs of Myra Clark Gaines land scrip for 38,457 acres, 


the amount of a grant made by Spain to persons from 
whom she claimed to have procured title. 


Mr. Evarts presented in the Senate to-day the 
petition of the officers and Trustees of savings banks 


of New-York State representing 1,165,000 depositors 
and $437,000,000 of deposits, praying Congress to stop 
the coinage of the silver doilar. It was referred to 
the Committee on Coinage, 

Senator Beck’s bill, introduced to-day, to mod- 
ify the provisions of jaw relative to the sinking fund 
isasfollows: ‘ That the Faocstone of law relating to 
the sinking fund be 50 modified that hereafter the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury shall not be required to pay or 
redeem over $20,000,000 op ree | of the principal of 
the debt of the United States for the purposes set forth 
in section 3,694 of the Revised Statutes, or under the 
provisions of the act of July 14, 1870, and the acts 
amendatory thereof.” 


The House Committee on Naval Affairs to-day 
completed the consideration of the bill to increase the 


naval establishment, and will report the measure to 
the House at the earliest opportunity. A few changes 
in the Morgan bill were made to-day in the line sug- 
gested by the Secretary of the Navy. The first section 
is so amended as to provide for two seagoing double- 
bottomed vessels of about 6,000 tons displacement, de- 
signed for a speed (instead of sea speed) of at least 16 
knots, &c. The requirement as to the quality of steel to 
be used in the construction of the new vessels is raised 
to 60,000 pounds tensile strength per square inch and 
25 per cent. elongation in 8 inches. A provision was 
also added to tke seventh section empowering the 
Secretary to contract with domestic manufacturers 
for the construction of such portion of the guns pro« 
vided for as the Government may not be able to build. 
The bill as completed contemplates a total expenditure 
for the new vessels, torpedoes, and navy yard plant of 
$14,675,000, and appropriates for the next year the sum 
of $6,425,900. The committee was practically unani- 
mous in directing a favorable report’ of the bill to the 
ouse. 


The Second Controller has disallowed the 
claim of the State of Massachusetts, amounting to 


$27,074 44, for expenses incurred in calling out the 
State militia at the request of the Provost Marshal to 
suppress the draft riotsin Boston in July, 1863. The 
claim was made under an act of Congress passed July 
27, 1861, which provided that the Secretary of the 

reasury should reimburse the States for expenses 
neurred in enrolling, equipping, and paying State 
troops employed in atding to suppress the insurrec- 
tion against the United States then existing. The 
Controlier holds that under this act the States 
are entitled to reimbursement only for expenses 
incurred for enrolling their militia and volunteers in 
the Federal service under the various calls of the 
President for troops, and that it has no reference to 
expenses which the State has paid in suppressing a 
local riot and preserving the public peace within its 
borders; that the Provost Marshal. in executing the 
draft act, was engaged in a lawful undertaking and the 
State was bound to protect him against domestic vio- 
lence to the same extet as any other person employed 
in conducting a lawful business within the State, and 
that the Provost Marshal had no authority from the 
Federal Government to call out the State militia for 
the purpose of aiding him in making the draft.

The tone of Mr. CLEVELAND’S message 
on the anti-Chinese riots and the -obliga- 
tions of the United States with reference 
to them is pretty generally and very just- 
ly condemned. In a narrow, technical 
interpretation of the bare language of the 
treaty there may be found no binding 
and explicit promise to pay indemnity for 
wanton injury to Chinese _ subjects, 
but that does not leave such payment 
to the ‘‘pure generosity” of Con- 
gress. On the contrary, the fact that 
our Government imposes and has en- 
forced on China precisely these obliga- 
tions makes an impregnable basis for a 
reciprocal claim from China. Our own 
rights, which we have insisted on at the 
cannon’s mouth, rested either on treaty 
provisions or on international law. In 
either case China has the same rights. 
We are shut off by the course of our own 
Government from the pitiful plea that 
anything we may do now is “‘ gratuitous.” 








The Ways and Means Committee is 
going through with the usual series of 


scattered and disconnected statements - 


from various sources regarding the tariff, 
which will, in the long run, in nowise 
affect the course of the committee or the 
action of the House. Still the hearings 
have a good deal of interest and some 
value. The manager of a silk label man- 
ufacturing company came before the com- 
mittee yesterday to ask for an increased 
duty on foreign goods, but conceded 
that a reduction of duty on the cotton 
used by him would answer the same pur- 
pose. A representative of the Knights of 
Labor from New-Jersey argued in a gen- 
eral way against the reduction of the du- 
ties on pottery on the ground that the 
American potters would suffer in wages 
in consequence. But another represent- 
ative of the potters avowed his wish for 
either prohibition or free trade. If he 
could not have the former he would, un- 
der the latter, “go over to England and 
get a lick at them there.” 








The city of Washington has its gas 
monopoly, with watered stock, poor serv- 
joe, high prices, and enormous profits, 
nd the-Senate of the United States has 





relaxed its dignity for the moment to 
look into the matter. A resolution was 
adopted yesterday ordering an inquiry 
into the condition of the gas company 
and its business with a view to improving 
the quality and reducing the cost of light 
at the capital The proportion of gas to 
light is certainly inordinate in that quar- 
ter. 








It is not trenching upon the province of 
the Judge and jury to express a mild won- 
der at the enthusiasm with which Mr. 
HOLLAND, at present on trial for mur- 
der, is regarded by his fellow-Texans. A 


strong Texan delegation is present at ev- 


ery session of the court to show its sym- 
pathy with a good man struggling with 
adversity. Considering that the good 
man, according to his own version of the 


story, meant to steal some thousands of 


dollars and found himself compelled, in 


the course of this enterprise, to kill the 
possessor of the money, the sympathy 
seems to indicate a slight confusion of 
moral standards in the Southwestern 


mind, It may be, however, that the Tex- 


ans are under the impression that the 
institution conducted by the Davis broth- 
ers was a national bank, which HOLLAND, 
as an anti-monopolist, was bent upon de- 


stroying. 








The controversy between the engineers 
employed upon the new aqueduct is un- 
fortunate, to say the least, and not cal- 
culated to strengthen confidence in the 
work that is going on. In dismissing Mr. 
CRAVEN, the engineer of construction, 
before examining into the charges which 
he made against Chief Engineer CHURCH, 
the Commissioners have in effect taken 
the side of the latter and prejudged the 
case. An investigation now by a board of 
experts appointed by them will be open 
to the suspicion of being intended to jus- 
tify their action rather than to ascertain 
the exact merits of the case. Itis of so 
much importance that the aqueduct work 
shall be thoroughly, honestly, and eco- 
nomically done, that every charge that it is 
being done otherwise should be examined 
fairly and fully, and every means should 
be taken to convince the public that noth- 
ing is going wrong. The investigation 
should be entirely independent and disin- 
terested. 








A number of bills have been introduced 
in the Assembly by Mr. Lyon, of this 
city, which affect the municipal admin- 
istration. The most important are those 
providing for Spring elections and reor- 
ganizing the city departments. The lat- 
ter provides, for double-headed _ depart- 
ments, which are much less desirable than 
single-headed. The latter are favorable 
to concentrated responsibility, the former 
to a division of patronage. The introduc- 
tion of a lot of bills in the Assembly cov- 
ering practically the same ground as 
those reported to the Senate by the Gibbs 
committee, | but differing materially in 
their provisions, is hardly calculated to 
promote success in the effort to secure 
legislation for the improvement of the 
municipal administration. 








The President’s nomination yesterday 
of Brig.-Gen. A. H. Terry to be Major- 
General in place of the late Gen. Han- 
cock will no doubt be a disappointment 
to many friends of Gen. O. O. Howarp, 
but itis not unfair to say that the selec- 


tion is judicious. The only claim that 
Gen, Howarp had over Gen. Terry for 
this promotion is that of seniority, and 
how little that amounts to is seen in the 
fact that while Howarp’s commission as 
Brigadier-General in the regular army 
dates from Dec. 21, 1864, TERRY’sS 
dates from Jan. 15, 1865. Thus 
there is less than four weeks between 
them. Gen. TERRY, whose nomination 
compliments the volunteer service, is an 
officer who possesses in the highest de- 
gree the confidence of the country and of 
the army, not only on account of his war 
services—crowned so brilliantly at Fort 
Fisher—but by reason of his sound judg- 
ment, fairness, and discretion, displayed 
in a great variety of administrative duties 
since the war. It is generally thought 
that his promotion renders more instead 
of less probable that of Gen. Howarp to 
the next vacancy, soon to be created by 
Gen. Pope’s retirement. But this must 
still remain a matter of conjecture. 








A SOUND TREASURY POLICY. 


Mr. MANNING’s letter to the House on 
the silver question is a very able and lucid 
paper, which will not at all serve the pur- 
pose of those who invited it. The resolu- 
tion of inquiry, in fact, which was pro- 
posed by Mr. BLAND, was essentially a 
disingenuous one, and was full of innu- 
endo. It implied that the Secretary of 
the Treasury had been “‘ discriminating” — 
that is the current slang—against silver 
and had not-paid it out as he ought to 
have done, and it asked him, in effect, 
why he had violated the law and what he 
was going todo about it in the future. 
The reply of the Secretary is marked by 
a respectfulness of tone that verges on 
irony, and is so plain, direct, logical, and 
complete that a wayfaring man, though 
Chairman of the Coinage Committee, can- 
not err in interpreting it. 

Mr. MANNING points out that, so far 
from discriminating against the silver 
dollar, he has done all he could to keep it 
at par with gold. His first and most im- 
portant service in this regard has been to 
carefully abstain from forcing the dollar 
on any Government creditor unwilling to 
take it at par with gold. Had he done 
that, it would instantly have sunk below 
par. Then he has pressed it as against 
the Government notes of small denom- 
inations, withdrawing the latter as 
fast and as far as opportunity was 
offered. Then he has sent it, free 
of charge, to the remotest corners 
of the land wherever he could 
find any one to accept it at its legal 
value. This was all he could do, and he 
deserves the thanks of the silver men 
rather than the kicks they are so ready to 
give him. In the nature of the case, the 
silver dollar is a ticklish thing to handle.. 
It owes its currgncy to the arbitrary re- 
quirement of the law and not to its in- 
trinsic value. Itis an artificial currency, 
and the moment it is left to itself it is 
hopelessly unable to maintain itself on an 
even footing with gold, In addition to 
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the difficulties arising from this source 
are those arising from its compulsory 
coinage at a fixed ratio to gold, 
which is not its market ratio, and 
this coinage goes on month in and 


month out without the slightest regard to 
what uses the Treasury can make of it, or 
of what demand there may be for it. 


Clearly Mr. Buanp and his friends ought 
to be very grateful to Mr. Mannine for 
the skillful and constant care he has given 
to their currency infant, weak in itself, 
coming prematurely into existence, and 
requiring to be sustained by all sorts of 
splints, bandages, and artificial contriv- 


ances. 

As to the future, Mr. MANNING can only 
say that he will do as well as he can all 
that he has done in the past, but that as 
the preservation of silver from a fatal de- 


cline has within the last twelvemonth 
become for the first time difficult, it will 


be increasingly difficult in the future. 
And the Secretary of the Treasury takes 
pains to point out that the only hope for 


the future lies, not in anything which he 


or any possible successor of his can do, but 


in what must be done by Congress. There 
are two ways in which silver can be 
brought into safe use, that is, without 
danger of depreciation. One of these is 


by a general international agreement 
for the free coinage of gold and sil- 


ver at a common ratio, and the other 
is by the withdrawal of all small notes 
and of all paper money not repre- 
senting dollar for dollar, silver or gold, 


the silver and silver certificates to be for 


the smaller denominations and the gold 
and gold certificates for those used in 
larger payments. To the resort to 
either of these methods the stoppage, 
unconditional and final, of  coin- 
age of silver dollars under the pres- 
ent law is an_ absolute’ condition 
precedent, and this the Secretary points 
out. So long as we continue our present 
coinage, and so long as we hold out to the 
other great commercial nations the possj- 
bility that we may extend it, they will 
not consent to common coinage, because 
they see that our present course must lead 
us to a silver basis, and that then our gold, 
some five hundred and fifty millions, will, 
in Mr. MANNING’s graphic phrase, ‘‘emi- 
grate” to their own shores. We must, 
therefore, stop the coinage if we hope for 
an international agreement. 

Equally we must stop it if we expect 
to undertake the substitution of silver 
and silver certificates for credit paper, 
either United States notes or bank notes, in 
the smaller transactions of daily business. 
To do that we must have ample security 
that the gilver we use can be kept, while 
the change is being made, unquestionably 
equal to gold in value. That security we 
can have if we limit ourselves to the sil- 
ver dollars now coined, We cannot have 
it if they are to be added to indefinitely. 
That Mr. MANNING has a policy sufficient- 
ly broad, well digested, and firmly based 
on facts to bring the Treasury into a posi- 
tion of honor and safety and to make it, 
as it should be, the stronghold of the 
interests and credit of the country is plain. 
That Mr. Buanp or his followers will ac- 
cept or even comprehend that policy is 
too much to expect. 








THE CABLE RAILROAD SCHEME. 

The reckless conduct of the Board of 
Aldermen in voting its consent to the 
cable railroad scheme is to be condemned 
not only on the merits of the case, but 
still more for the manner in which it was 
done. This scheme includes twenty-nine 
different routes laid down by the com- 
mission appointed by Mayor Epson in 
1888, aggregating seventy miles of sur- 
face and fifteen miles of elevated road. 
In half a dozen cases it duplicates or 
parallels - existing lines, and in at 
least two other cases it occupies 
the same ground that the Aldermen have 
already voted to other companies. The 
heedlessness of their action is indicated 
in the fact that upon the same day they 
granted the right to the cable company 
and to another corporation to occupy the 
same street, including one of the trans- 
verse roads in Central Park. If they are 
suspected of crookedness in this matter it 
will be due to their own behavior. Hon- 
est men with decent motives do not go 
that way to work. 

A scheme involving what this involves 
should be considered with the utmost 
care and deliberation. In the first place 
it provides for a system of propulsion in 
some of our crowded streets which would 
be new under the conditions to which it 
would be subjected, and the success of 
which cannot be said to be anywhere fully 
established. It proposes to occupy streets 
and to take private property in places 
where it is more than questionable 
whether any railroad is needed or 
ought to be permitted. It pro- 
poses to appropriate lines already oc- 
cupied in several places. On some of the 
most important routes property owners 
are almost unanimously opposed to it, and 
have protested again and again against 
consent being given for the construction 
of the roads. The application that was 
granted for the occupation of all these 
streets proposes only the beggarly com- 
pensation of 2 1-2 per cent. of net receipts. 
Finally, the construction of surface roads 
under authority of a commission appoint- 
ed under the Rapid Transit act is absolute- 
ly prohibited by a later law. 

Notwithstanding all these considerations 
and the fact that two successive Boards 
of Aldermen have refused to grant the 
franchise the matter was sprung suddenly 
upon the board on Tuesday and rushed 
through without any hearing before the 
Railroad Committee or any consideration 
whatever in the board itself of the many 
questions affecting public interests and 
public rights that were involved in the 
proposed franchise. This isnot the method 
of honest men controlled by proper 
motives. It raises the suspicion at once 
that the members had been ‘‘fixed” in 
some way by those concerned in this 
project for imposing upon the city 
a system of transit which is not 
needed and which the people do not 
want. Doubtless the projectors believe 
it could be made profitable through a 
cheapening of the cost of operation and 
through the connections and transfers 
which it is said to be their purpose to 





establish, That is all they care for. 
From what has been shown, of the profits 
of local transit in this city there is little 


doubt that almost anything that could 
comfortably carry passengers would be 


profitable at the present rates of fare and 
with practically no compensation to the 
public for franchises. But these profits 
should be reduced, not by multiplying 
facilities over the same territory and du- 
plicating investments where they are not 
needed, but by a reduction of the cost of 
travel to the people and the payment to 
the public treasury of liberal compensa- 
tion for the use of the streets, 


Two-thirds of the members of the Board 
of Aldermen voted for the order on Tues- 
day granting consent to the cable 
scheme. Possibly they may not hold to- 
gether to carry it over the inevitable 


veto of the Mayor and face the conse- 
quences that might follow. But if they 


should do so, there still remains the de- 
cision of the General Term of the Supreme 
Court on the report of the commission 


which considered the advisability of 


allowing this scheme to be car. 


ried out and_ reported in favor 
of it five months ago. tt is to 
be assumed that Judges Noau: Davis, 
JOHN R. BrRaDy, and CHARLES DANIELS, 


who constitute the General Term Bench, 
have given full consideration to the many 


and serious questions involved in this 
matter, and that they will act upon their 
conviction of what the public interests of 
this \city require. They can hardly put 


themselves on a level with the Board of 
Aldermen and consider only what the 


Standard Oil and cabie railroad monopoly 
wants, 








A RLUFF GAME, 


The Central Union Telephone Company 
of Indiana is playing a bluff game. It 
announces *‘ with regret” that in view of 
the recent decision of the Supreme Court 
sustaining the validity of the law regu- 
lating telephone rentals and toll line 
charges, ‘‘it has voted to decline all new 
business in the larger cities, where it is 
impossible to furnish service under the 
law without loss; toforthwith give notice 
of the termination at the earliest possible 
date of the contracts of all subscribers in 
such places; to make the continuance of 
exchange business in smaller places de- 
pendent on the possibility of continuing 
under the law without loss, and to appeal 
to the Supreme Court of the United 
States.” 

The company’s pretense that it can 


make no money at $3 a month rental for 
its telephone instruments is humbug. The 
public is no longer in the dark either as 
to the cost of telephone instruments and 
maintenance or as to the enormous profits 
which the Bell Company and the local 
companies under its control have been 
able to make with the extortionate 
charges hitherto imposed upon the public. 
When a telephone instrument complete 
costs only $8 42, and the total average ex- 
penditure for ‘‘ plant” for each subscriber 
is only about $11, it is preposterous to as- 
sert that the telephone business cannot 
be made profitable at a charge of $36 
a year to each customer, 


The motive of the Indiana company in 
making this announcement is sufficiently 
obvious. The local companies are prac- 
tically identical with the Bell Company. 
Their interests are its interests and their 
policy is determined by its officers, Until 
within a few months this gigantic mo- 
nopoly has been secure in the possession 
of its rich field of operations. Its fraud- 
ulent patent had been fortified by judi- 
cial decisions obtained as a result of col- 
lusive suits. It had in its employ able 


‘and untiring patent lawyers always ready 


to pounce upon any rival who had the 
temerity to enter its field, and it 
seemed to be thoroughly sheltered 
against all possible perils. But a 
sudden and aiarming change _ has 
come over its fortunes. The validity 
of its patent, which is the foundation of 
its whole existence, is to be tested by the 
Government which granted it, and there 
is an excellent prospect that the fraud by 
which this monopoly was built up will at 
last be fully exposed, and that a remedy 
for the wrongs that it has put upon the 
public will be found in a repeal of the pat- 
ent. Another misfortune scarcely less 
disastrous has befallen the company in its 
suit to test the constitutionality of the 
Indiana law restricting its charges to $3 
ameonth, The affirmation of the consti- 
tutionality of that law will lead to similar 
legislation in other States, and the greedy 
company is threatened with the loss of” 
half of its enormous revenues. The price 
of its stock is seriously affected, and the 
outlook for a continuance of large divi- 
dends upon its seven times watered cap- 
ital is extremely gloomy. The company 
feels that it must do something, and 
promptly, to meet and stay this evil turn 
in its fortunes, So it threatens to go out 
of business altogether in Indiana, hoping 
that this bold move will have the effect 
of preventing adverse legislation else- 
where. 

We fear that the company will find 
these tactics totally ineffectual. Itisnow 
a well settled principle in this country 
that the people may find a remedy in leg- 
islative action for the wrongs from which 
they suffer at the hands of corporations. 
The greedy and extortionate nature of the 
telephone monopoly is notorious, Con- 
trolling a means of communication 
which has now become indispensable 
to the business and social life of the 
country, the company takes advan- 
tage of the public’s needs to force 
from it every year an exorbitant tribute. 
The public is tired of this exaction, and is 
in a humor to use the means of defense 
which lie ready to its hands. In every 
State where telephones are used laws sim- 
ilar to that of which the Indiana Supreme 
Court has just affirmed the constitution- 
ality should be passed. Until the Gov- 
ernment suit has been tried and concluded 
this is the only remedy which can be 
made available against the telephone com- 
panies. Senator Pirrce has introduced 
a bill limiting telephone charges in this 
State to $5 a month. A similar bill was 
introduced in the Assembly on the first 
day of the session. This legislation is just, 
necessary, and in the public interest. The 
Legislature should pass the bilk We 





have no fear that the New-York tele- 
phone companies will decline to do busi- 
ness at $5 per month rental for each in- 
strument, 








ORGANIZED LABOR. 

Several current events combine to show 
the new power that the organization of 
labor has attained in this country and to 
point out the dangers that lie in such an 
organization. The ‘‘ boycott” is not to be 
included among the powers of trades 
unions. Its application violates every 
principle of natural equity, and if it be 
not unlawful it should be made unlawful. 
A number of men who have a quar- 


rel with another, constituting themselves 
judges in their own cause, not only re- 
solve that they will not buy his wares, 
which they have a right to abstain from 


doing, but also instigate others to abstain 


likewise, and for the purpose of breaking 


up his business completely resolve that 
they and those whom they can influence 
will do no business with anybody who 
continues to do business with him. This 


attempt to bring into their quarrel people 


who are not parties to it and have no con- 
cern with it is the essential vice of the 
boycott. It is a gross abuse of usurped 
power, and should be made severely pun- 
ishable. 


While boycotting is not a legitimate 


weapon in a trade dispute, and is not a 
necessary consequence of trades unionism, 
the trades unions have made themselves 
responsible for it. The powers which 
more legitimately belongs to the trades 
unions have, however, been so unspar- 
ingly used as to give cause for anxiety. 
The Pennsylvania Railroad, desiring to in- 
stitute a ‘‘relief association” similar to 
that already in operation on the Baltimore 
and Ohio, has found its way blocked by 
the most powerful and intelligent trades 
union in the country, the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers,and has been forced 
to recede from the position it at first took 
requiring the men in its employ to join 
the association. The association would 
undoubtedly have proved a rival to the 
trades union, and was probably meant to 
detach its members from that union by 
providing in another form the benefits of 
the union as a benevolent society. The 
allegiance of the engineers to their trade 
as against their immediate employment 
has seriously crippled this project, if it 
has not defeated it altogether. 

Another instance of the recently ac- 
quired ‘‘solidarity of labor” is furnished 
by the strike of the men employed on the 
horse car lines in this city. Many men 
who by no means sympathize with the 
course of the Directors in other respects 
will approve their expressed determina- 
tion to resent the interference of men not 
in their employ in a dispute between 
themselves and their men, “If the 
Knights of Labor were to have the right 
of deciding whom the company should 
or should not employ,” the President said 
yesterday, ‘‘ the Directors of the company 
had better resign.” Nevertheless, the 
Knights of Labor seem to have been con- 
sulted by the strikers at every step and 
their instructions to have been implicitly 
followed. This isan experience peculiar to 
the employers of handicraftsmen, especial- 
ly in the building trades, where employers 
are not allowed by the trades unions to deal 
with their own workmen directly. But 
it is a new experience for the Directors of 
surface railways. The organization of 
labor has now extended so as to include 
the men employed upon these, whose 
work can hardly be called skilled labor at 
all, and is at all events of the very lowest 
grade of such labor. 

These things show how rapidly and how 
powerfully the principle of the trades 
union has extended. It has gone so far 
that the time may not be far distant 
when a great majority of the workers for 
wages throughout the country shall be 
under the control of a single central or- 
ganization. The power of such an or- 
ganization would in the long run de- 
pend upon the wisdom with which 
it was used, but it might for 
a time be used unwisely and yet 
with such effect as to make it a terrible 
engine of oppression. A man who found 
himself in possession of a giant’s strength 
would be sorely tempted to ‘‘ use it like a 
giant.” It is the fear of what may hap- 
pen as the trades unions grow more pow- 
erful and more closely connected that has 
moved a company owning a_ great 
manufactory of reaping machines in 
Ohio peremptorily to discharge every 
“Knight of Labor” in its em- 
ploy. The experience of the conduct- 
ors of the McCormick factory in 
Illinois has shown the Ohio company what 
pretensions the trades unions may other- 
wise come to make, and to make good. The 
President of the Ohio company says: ‘‘It 
seems to be a question whether a factory 
shall have all or none of its employés 
members of an organization,” and his 
company has decided in favor of having 
none. As the power of the trades unions 
increases it is to be expected that 
more and more employers will follow 
this example. The question whether the 
closer and more powerful organization of 
manual laborers shall be a blessing or a 
curse to the laborers themselves and to 
society depends, we repeat, upon the man- 
ner in which this increased power is 
wielded, and puts a responsibility upon 
the managers of the organization to which 
few of them now appear to be equal, 








If the complaints of certain amateur 
athletes of Philadelphia be well founded, 
the New-York Athletic Club should take 
immediate steps toward mending its 
manners. The Philadelphians declare that 
they were invited to New-York to spar 
with members of the New-York Athletic 
Club, and. that when they responded to 
this invitation no member of the New- 
York club put gn the gloves with them, but 
that they were exposed to the assaults 
of professional and semi-professional 
bruisers. This is a shameful story, and 
either the telling of it is disgraceful to 
the Philadelphians or the fact is disgrace- 
ful to the New-Yorkers. If it be true, it 
would perhaps be justifiable for the Phil- 
adelphians, on the occasion of the next 
friendly contest of the twocities, to bring 
on Mr. SULLIVAN from Boston, disguise 
him with a blonde wig and rice powder,

and turn him loose’on the New-York

PROTECTION AND LABOR, 


PROF. R, E. THOMPSON LECTURES BEFORE 
THE YALE STUDENTS, 


New-Haven, Conn., March 3.~—“ Protege 


tion and Labor” was Prof. K. B. Thompson's 
subject to-night when he lectured before the 
Yale students and Professors in North Shetfield 
Hall. Thecountry’s protective policy, he said, 
had not left the workingman toshifi for him- 
self or to make his own pargains and condi. 
tions, but the laborer has had laws made for hig 
zood. He has been protected and not only 
here, but in England, where John Bull acted 
with splendid disregard of his own theories, 
Earl Shaftesbury’s acts in Parliament concern- 
tne the workman and his hours of labor and 

ooo relating to the work of women 
cee were protective acts. The free 
ve ers were aiways found resisting them. John 

right to-day affirms his own belief in the ad- 
Visability of reducing the hours of labor by leg- 
islation, and he has always spoken against in- 
terference with adult labor, From 1844 to 1875 
the position of the free traders on this point 
was consistent, and many of them say that the 
decay of English industry 1s due to Shaftesbury’s 
acts. Pennsylvania took up the question of 


limiting the hours of work by legal provisions, 
Other States wheeled into line, and this year 
Rhode Island joined the fold. ‘But in America 
the law is slow in being executed, while in Eng- 
land the law goes into quick execution. Anoth- 
er protective move is the shutting out of coolie 
labor. Protective legislation we!comes free ia- 
bor, but keeps out starvation wageworkers and 


sustains native labor, Again, the Jaw looks out 
for the workman when he can’t take cara 


of himself and prescribes the payment of 
wages in “the coin of the reaim” and 
not in store orders. Then, too, the law 
gives the laborers one day in seven for 
rest. Under free trude principles there is no 
such thing. Sunday isa national institution, and 
all States uphold it. Laborers should take care tq 
oppose Measures looking toward this Sunday 
employment. The law protects the laborer by 
ordering weekly payments; it gives bim and his 
children a technical education, a hand and eya 
training, that helps him in histrade. All these 
are facts in the face of the tree traders’ doc- 
trines that some wculd have us approve. Amer- 
1ca believes in education, and she is able ta 
speak from experience, for she has had all kindg 
of labor conditions within the last 70 years. Thig 
is not true of England, for she had a well devel. 


oped manufacturing system a century ago, She 


has had no real test of opposing systems, Wa 
have had them. 

The workman to-day in this country received 
more pay than was given early in the century, 
and the increase in the cost of living has not 
been proportionately great. In old times tood 
was cheaper, but that wasn’t in the laborers’ 
interest, because everybody was then producing 
food. Wages up, prices down, has been the rule 
under protection. The tariff brings into mer- 
cantile channels the capital that is lying dor- 
mant, increases the wage fund, and improves the 
condition of protection. it establishes compe- 
tition for labor such as would not exist without 
diversification of industry. Robert J. Porter's 
investigations in England proved that American 
wages are 62 per cent. higher than English, while 
the cost of living in America is but 17 per cent, 
higher than in England.

The wrestling match between Hauk and Ra- 
velli was preceded, it 1s said, by an encounter on 
the stage in Philadelphia, when **Carmen” was 
being sung, in which Ravelli flourished atin 
dagger recklessly and in one of his passes jabbed 
the point into the back of Hauk's hand. Col, 
Mapleson had this tosay this afternoon about 
the trouble aliuded to and concerning some oth- 
er things: 

“Some of the papers intimate that l am re- 
sponsible for Mme. Hauk’s illness. Now, how 
utterly absurd that is! Asif [I made ita busi- 
ness to go and make singers sick in order to dis- 
appoint the public! 1 am disappointed my- 
self. I am distinctiy vexed by the whole busi- 
ness; I do not know what is the 
matter with Mme. Hauk. She is- a littie 
and 1 _ feel that I have been 
badly treated. One-half of the company 
is ill,and the other half is quarreling like—.”

DEATH OF MRS. GIDEON WELLES.

Mrs. Jane E. Welles, widow of Gideon 
Welles, who was Secretary of the Navy 
during the Administrations of Presidents Lin- 
coln and Jchnson, died at her residence on 
Charter Oak-place in this city Sunday morning, 
at the age of 69 years.

Mrs. Welles was a woman 
of strong character and intelligence. She wasa 
most devoted wife and mother. A true Chris- 
tian woman, firm in principle and energetic in 
the management of her household affairs, she 
commanded the respect of her friends and the 
love of her family. Mrs. Wellies belonged to the 
well known and respected Hale family, of Gias. 
tonbury, her father moving to Pennsylvania 
when she was young, and there she was married 
to Mr. Welles in the year 1835. She was the

MUSICAL AND DRAMATIC. 


THE ORATORIO SOCIETY. 

fn making known to the New-York 
Public the music of “Parsifai” Mr. Walter 
Damrosch and the Oratorio Society of New- 
York have fulfilled a task for which they 
are entitied to cordial recognition, It 
is not sufficient that musicians and as- 
sociations should devote themselves’ to 
interpreting works that bave defied 
criticism and commanded admiration for many 
years; itis necessary, if artis to progress, that 
experiments should be made and explorations be 
undertaken, and that achievements of apparent 
uncomeliness even should be submitted 
to the crucial test of a public hearing 
ere their want of merit or attractiveness is too 
loudly prociaimed. Hence, as mentioned, the 
claim of Mr. Damrosch and the society of which 
he is Director to gratitude for the produc- 
tion of “ Parsifal,”’ which event was ac- 
complished yesterday afternoon at the Met- 
ropolitan Opera House, where the public 
rehearsal preliminary to this evening’s concert 
of the Oratorio Society of New-York was held in 
presence of a numerous assemblage. Mr. Dam- 
rosch also merits commendation for the manner 
in which the production of * Parsifal’’ was effect- 
ed. The chorus and orchestra were in excellent 
form, and they were handled with a degree of 
intelligence and feeling and with a surety to 


which the smooth and correct rendering of the 
composition in hand bore convincing testimony. 
The interpretation of Wagner’s last work occu- 

ied three hours, and it was carried on by Friiu- 
ein Marianne Brandt, Herren Kraemer, Fischer, 
Lebmler, and Heinrich as soloists; by Mrs. Ford, 
Mrs. Bruni, Mrs. Dossert,and Misses Klein, Esch- 
enbach, and Groebl as the group of **fiower 
maidens,” and by a chorus and band of unusual 
proportions. The good effect of the rehearsal 
yesterday was somewhat impaired by _ the 
hurried substitution of Herr Kraemer for Herr 
Alvary, who was taken ill three days ago. 
It was, however, decidedly impressive as far as 
Herren Fischer and Heinrich and Friiuieia 
Brandt—who was one of the original Kundrys 
in Bayreuth—were concerned, and the choral 
numbers, which are the most beautiful of all, 
were delightfully sung,and the orchestral accom- 
paniment—in which is found, at allevents when 
“Parsifail” is rendered in the concert room, the 


largest measure of gratification—was as noted, 


already, admirably played. Such disappoint- 
ment as was felt yesterduy, grew wholly out of 
the unfitness of “Parsifai” for represenation 
under circumstances differing from those attend- 
ing its earliést hearing in Bayreuth. The belief 
that." Parsital”’ is better suited to the platform 
than to the stage—a belief inspired by the sacred 
character of the story—was proved, by yester- 
day’s trial, to be quite unfounded. A clumsy 
theatrical presentation of the work might, in- 
deed, shock the moral sense of a devout assem- 
blage, but the public rehearsal referred to 
established beyond a doubt the need of visible 
physical action, of scenic adjuncts, and of the 
special atmosphere created by acting and 
stage costume of the highest order, with 
the added influence of vocal and_ in- 
strumental music of the best quality. 
The latter requisites were not missing on 
the occasion under notice; those first name.l, 
and quite as essential, were wanting. “ Parsi- 
fal,” brought forth as a cantata or‘oratorio, is, 
in plain words, exceedingly dreary. Its 
hearing will repay the student, and 
the person who would form a_ partial 
idea of Wagner's final composition, 
which may be regarded as a sort of new de- 
parture in a new line, and which might have 
been foliowed by wonderful achievements had 
the composer lived. It is possible, too, that a 
few individuals may be discovered whose 
imagination is almost as lively as Wagner's 
most proiific fcommentator, Herr von Wolzogen, 
whocan detect special significance in the scale 
of C and wondrous beauty in a major third— 
when it suits his purpose todoso. A careful 
perusal of a few pages of the libretto and of what 
has been written on the subject by Herr von 
Wolzogen and others may, furthermore, sharpen 
the faculty of mental sight possessed by these 
Individuals tosuch an extent that any of the 
leading motives of ‘“ Parsital” will bring 
before them ali the lovely pictures sum- 
moned up by Wagner the librettist in uid 
of Wagner the musician. The coldly, critical 
listener, however, wiil lend an attentive ear to 
the score and go forth tired and saddened at the 
close of his task. Patience and space are both 
denied us fora minute review of the incijients 
of * Parsifal.” The work turns upon the 
legend of the Holy Grail, and its principal 
themes are the wounding of King Amfortas, 
ruler of the knights that guard the Holy 
Grail in the castle of Monsalvat, by the 
wizard Kiingsor, the sufferings of Amfortas, 
the prophecy tnat these will be ended through 
the intercession of a “ guileless fool through 
pity enlightened,” the appearance of Parsifal in 
the character of the fool, and the ultimate 
fulfiiment of the prophecy and elevation 
of Parsifal as King in place of Am- 
fortas, whose vain is ended by the 
welcome touch of deatn. A glance ut the 
libretto of “ Parsifal,” which is provided, of 
course, with ample scenic directions, indicates 
clearly that portions of the story may be made 
marvelously impressive. Even when deprived of 
action and stage CSstume, such scenes as are ac- 
companied by the choral numbers in which, 
while the knights partake of the Lord’s Supper, 
their solemn chant rises on high and is answered 
by an aerial choir of boys’ voices coming from 
the dome of Monsalvat; by theerfresh andé@ 
tuneful flower girls’ chorus,and by the music 
to the “Good Friday Spell,” are easily 
appreciable ani were immediatly effective ves- 
terday. They bear, unhappily, but a slender 
proportion to ** Parsifal” as a whole—and “ Par- 
sifai,”’ in its entirety, is a protracted series of 
more or less siow and dismal recita- 
tives. The instrumentation, naturally, is 
of great richness and sonority, and 
the leading motives and their management are 
as ingenious as might be expected of the com- 
oser of ‘* Die Meistersinger;” the nature of 
Eis subject, however, has excluded variety 
and obriliiancy from his tone picture, and 
the genera! and final impression is consequently 
monotonous and depressing. As a matter of 
edification, as what Pooh-Bah calls a useful dis- 
cipline, and in justice to the talent, industry, 
and enterprise shown in producing “ Parsifai”’ 
all lovers of music should attend to- 
night's performance. It will be judicious after- 
ward to set the composition aside until the con- 
ditions essential to its thorougk appreciation— 
and these are scarcely obtainable except at Bay- 
reuth—can be complied with. 


ACADEMY OF MUSIC. 

The second performance of “ Lakmé” 
by the American Opera Company at the Acad- 
emy of Music last evening was witnessed by 
one of the largest and most brilliant audiences 
that has been present in the house during the 
current season. The spontaneous outbursts of 
applause that followed the chief numbers of 
the opera were evidence , tbat whatever may be 
said of the strength or weakness of Delibes’s 
work, it is destined to find a warm place in the 
public affection. The present taste for sensuous 
warmth of coior and brilliancy of effect in stage 
illusion is given abundant opportunity for 
gratification in this opera. The artists and 
costumers of the American Opera have 
not faile€é to take adavantage of the 
field given to their fancy in this work. I[t 
Isseldom thata better scene 1s beheld on the 
stage than that painted by Charles Graham for 
the first act. It combines great warmth of color 
with acharming softness and transparency of 
atmosvhericeffect. As tothe more serious qual- 
ities of ** Lakmé,” perhaps enough has been al- 
ready said. While it is not a powerful and over- 
mastering work, it is fuil of graceful, character- 
istic music that sometimes reaches well into the 
realms of emotion. Itis nothing if not tender 
and sentimental, and its simplicity and sweet- 
ness will commend it to the popular taste. 
The performance last evening moved with great 
smoothness. Mme. Pauline L’Allemand sang and 
acted the title réle with much judgment and 
effectiveness. Her vocalization, while at all 
times considerably better than any she has yet 
exhibited here, was at times brilliant. She dis- 
tinguished herself especially in her rendering of 
the “Song of the Pariah,” in which her well- 
executed fiorituri aroused the warmest applause 
of theevening. Mr. Candidus sang Gerald with 
an earnestness unusual for him and with purity 
of tone. Mr. Stoddard was dramatic as Hika- 
jantha, while Misses Walker, Campbell, and 
Fielding, and Mr. Lee and Mr. Fessenden filled 
tne minor parts agreeably. The pageantry of 
the opera moved smoothly, and taken as a whole 
the performance was commendable.

METROPOLITAN OPERA HODSE. 
Last evening’s performance of “ Tann- 
biiuser,” at the Metropolitan Opera House, 
claims record as one of the very 
best, if not as the very best, of the ren- 
ferings that Wagner’s work has had this 
season. The representation was materially 
strengthened by Friiulein Lehmann’s assump- 
tion—“*for this occasion only”—of the rédle 
pf Venus, and its effect was further en- 
hanced by Frau Kraemer-Wiedl’s persona- 
tion of Elisabeth. Friiulein Lehmann not 


only offered to the eye a lovely picture of 
the goddess, and sane the music of the 
art with a breadth and finish of de- 
ivery and a_ bDrilliancy of tone that 
had never before been imparted to it, 
but she threw aside her customary reserve, and 
endowed the passionate duet with Tannhiiuser 
with a warmth of feeling anc manner of a most 
surprising and gratifying kind. In the beau- 
tifu! duet in the second act with M. 
Syiva, Frau Kramer-Wiedl was also heard 
to notable advantage; in point of gradation of 
sentiment and tone and variety of expres- 
sion, this mumber has. certainly not 
been as well sung this Winter as it 
was last night. The remaining artists were the 
same that have often appeared in Tannhiiuser” 
heretofore, the general performance 
was characterized y spirit and tech- 
nical excelience. A fine interpretation of 
the septet with which the fires act of the opera 
terminates, caused the singers to be recalled 





twice after the curtain had fallen. Mr, Walter 
Damrosch directed, and his efforts left nothing 
to be wished for,

Judic in ‘La Grande Duchesse” is very 
different from Tostee in that best of all the 
French opera bouffes; the charming comédienne 
whois now sojourning among us makes her 
effects by the use of more refined artistic meth- 
ods than were employed by her triumphant 
predecessor. Yet there are doubtless many 
New-Yorkers who will enjoy Mme. Judic's 
performance in this piece better than her 


work in the little vaudeville comedies 
written expressly to exhibit her talents. They 
know the airs and the story of “La Grande 
Duchesse,” and both are even now exhilarat- 
ing; and Judic’s acting as the Duchess is de- 
licious, if it is not as broad and rollicking as 
that we were once familiar with, Mme. 
Judic appeared in ‘*La Grande Duchesse” 
for the first time in New-York at the 
Star Theatre last evening. The house 
was crowded. The old airs which set 
light-headed and light-hearted New-Yorkers 
wiid with joy 19 years ago or more were heard 
again with delight, and the exquisite finish of 
Mme, Judic’s comedy was thoroughly appre- 
ciated, because two-thirds of the people in 
the auditorium were French. The general 
representation was not bad, though scarce- 
ly of a sort to efface fond memories 
of tne past. The tenor, M. Minart, not 
heard here before, is a capable performer, 
who can sing well enough for French opera 
bouffe, and who is only lacking in sufficient taste 
to avoid slightly overdoing his buffoonery. M. 
Meziéres, as Baron Puck, was constantly amus- 
ing while he was in sight, and M. Cooper was 
characteristically artistic as Prince Paul, To- 
night Mme. Judic will be heard in ** La Cosaque,” 
an opera bouffe by Herve, for which Meilhac 
and Halévy furnished the libretto.

SHAKESPEARE WOOD AS CICERONE. 
From the London Globe. 

But it was as cicerone, after all, that 
Shakespeare Wood was to be seen in all his glory. 
Cook, the tourist conductor, soon discovered him, 
Wood was an admirable racontcur—a better talker 
than writer. Cook got nim to receive his tourists, 
and Wood's pedestrian and van expeditions 
soon became famous. Standing ona hillock on 
the Campagna, he would point to the site sacred 
to the Horatii and Curiatii and in a few glowing 
words produce an image and revive a tale which 


the little group of 20 or more listeners gathered 
round him were not likely to forget. He would 
send round early sometimes and offer mea seat 
ih his Cook van, which I always eagerly accepted, 
and, with a pair of swift horses, we made 
straight to some spot in the environs, and 
learned and saw morein three hours with him 
than we should have got out of our guide books 
iuamonth. For me the palaces of the Ceesars 
first rose from their ruins as I listened to Shake- 
speare Wood’s eloquent words. He woul: stop 
ina corridor of Domitian, and his eye would 
kindle and his voice tremble with an excitement 
which was most contagious. I can see his tall, 
commanding figure now; bis head, with light 
brown hair, finely poised on a rather long neck; 
his curling mustache and aguiline nose and 
flashing eye. I can hear his resonant voice and 
rapidarticulation. He used a little Italian action, 
too, just enough to give point to his story. 
**Here,” he would say, ‘**Caligula turned into 
this passage for the last time. He was in the 
habit, Suetonius tells us, of pacing up and down 
yonder corridor at right angles to this one. He 
turned at times into that chamber to the left, 
but after the murder of his mother he was haunt- 
ed and could not sleep. He came along here 
the nignt he was killed, turned this corner, and 
only went a few steps when the assassins sprang 
upon him from behind the angle of that wall. 
They escaped, as I shall show you, through wind- 
ing cellars into the Circus Maximus. Now look 
at the marks in the stucco walis of this fatal 
corridor. Domitian determined he would not be 
slain by surprise, and he lined these walls with 
polished marble slabs,so as to reflegt any one 
standing ina side passage as he came along. 
You can still see the marks of theseslabs, and 
you can pick up thecrumbled but still —— 
fragments as they lie around us in the dust 
heaps of the Czesars’ palaces.”’ 





ASSAULTING A MAYOR. 

PETERSBURG, Va., March 3.—The Hon. T. 
J. Jarratt, the Mayor of the city, is one of the 
most prominent commission merchants in this 
section of the State. Mr. Jarratt has taken a very 
firm and aggressive stand in breaking up the 
Sunday liquor traffic, and has consequently 
made bimself unpopular with a certain class of 
liquor dealers. To-day George W. Dunn, tne 
roprietor of a drinking saloon, was arraigned 
efore the Mayor charged with stealing 
$10 from David Davis, in the course 
ofagameof cards.

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LOST THE PROOF SHEETS. 


WHY THE FINANCIAL REPORT OF THE NEW- 
YORK ATHLETIC CLUB IS NOT PRINTED. 
About 500 athletes and others met at the 

New-York Athletic Club last evening in re- 

sponse to a call for a special meeting issued 

by Vice-President A. V. De Goicouria, at 
the request of 50 members of the club. 

The 2,000 members of the club, are not pulling 

together like one man this month any more 

than they were last March. It happens, how- 
ever, that much of, the opposition party of last 
year has gone over to the other side, while many 
of those who sided with the government 
last year are of the opposition now. 
The critics of the management in this case 
claim they have more than ordinarily good 
cause for grumbling. Several resignations have 
been handed in, on the ground that the enter- 
tainments recently given by the club have 
been slugging matches, such as would 
call for police interference were those who took 
part in them professionals. It is claimed that 
the prime object of the club, the promotion of 
general athletics, has been overlooked, and 
that the club is conducted to suit the views 
of the minority, so far as athletics are 
concerned, and too much like a social organiza- 
tion generally. This view iscombatted by oth- 
ers, Who point to the victories won in-the dif- 
ferent branches of athletic sports last year by 


_the club. Many, however, who maintain that 


the club is fully able to uphold its old 
supremacy as an athietic organization, are will- 
ing to admit that certain features of club life 
should be eliminated. They believe that the sale 
of refreshments should be limited to certain 
portions of the clubhouse and not be obtainable 
in the billiard room, library, and reading rsoms, 
as well as in the restaurant. 

But these are not the main points of differ- 
ence, nor were they alluded to In the cali for the 
special meeting. he signers to the call wanted 
to know why the Treasurer's report for 1884 
had not been printed and distributed as 
was ordered, and they also wished to 
know under what arrangement the Superin- 
tendent had obtained from the Board of Gov- 
ernors the lease of the restaurant, billiard room, 
and bowling alleys, and the light and heat 
with which these premises are _ furnished. 
Some of the members are particularly vexed 
about the manner in which the private bowling 
alley is managed. It was built that members who 
had athletic wives might enjoy a game with 
their spouses. Comparatively few of the mar- 
ried members have been able to obtain this 
privilege. They say that the Sunerintendent 
has rented the alley to a haif-dozen members, 
each of whom takes it for one night a week. 
In this manner the rest of the club is excluded 
fromit. Ifthe Superintendent paid any rent 
for the bowling alley, the members who are ex- 
cluded would not a, but be pays no rent for 
it, or for the general bowling alley, or for the 
billiard room, or for the restaurant, nor does he 
pay for light and heat. 

Both factions were largely represented at the 
meeting, but the opposition wasin the ascend- 
ant. Vice-President De Goicouria occupied 
the chair. In answer to a question why 
the Treasurer’s report for 1884 had not 
been printed, he said there was no par- 
ticular reason why it should haveff]been 

rinted,as no previous report had been. Ex- 

ice-President A. H. Curtis stood up and waved 
the printed report for 1883. Mr. De Goicou- 
ria then said that had the report for 1884 
been’ printed it would not have shown 
the financial condition of the club, as the 
bills for furnishing the clubhouse and 
various other bills would not have appeared in 
it. A letter from Treasurer Wood was produced 
and read. Mr. Vood said that after making his 
report for 188 to the club he took it to the 
printer. He received a proof shegt and made 
some corrections in it, but befofe it was re- 
turned to the printer he was called out 
of town, and upon his return the proof sheet 
could not be found. The members who were 
anxiousto know the condition of the club’s 
funds were disappointed. But they voted 
to lay the letter on the table. The 
inquisitive members were then’ informed 
that the Superintendent obtained, for 
nothing, a lease of the restaurant, billiard room, 
and bowling alleys until May, and that nothing 
can be done in the matter until nis lease expires. 
Tne lease was given to him by _ the 
Board of Governors on the ground that 
a club restaurant seldom pays for the 
first year, at least. The action of the Governors 
was approved. Nothing was said at the meeting 
about the proposed increase in the yearly dues 
from $30 to $40. This proposition will be voted 
upon at the annual meeting on Tuesday night. 

There will be two tickets in the field, only in 
part, at the coming election. The recular ticket 
is as follows: President—William R. Travers;

—William Wood; Secretary—A. H. Wheeler:

Bristow, Thomas C. Sloane, J. Seaver Page, 
Hugo R. Muller, and George D. Phillips. 

The names of Messrs. Conkling, Alexander, 
Brandon, Rogers, Bristow, Sloane, and Page do 
not appear on the opposition ticket. They are 
replaced by those of Otto Ruhl, George C. 
Clarke, John Reed, R. H. Coffee, Jr., Theodore 
Guevra, C. G. Petersen, and E. J. Shriver. 





A MODEL YACRT CAPTAIN. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 3—Capt. George 
T. Thorp, of the steam yacht G. G. Green, 
charged with cruelty to Reginald Rugby, the 
engineer, and to the crew of the yacht, 
had a hearing before United States 
Commissioner Edmunds to-day. Rugby tes- 
tified that on the 10th of January, 


while crossing Pamlico Sound during a violent 
storm, he had been ordered bythe Captain to 
run faster. The yacht was running at full 
steam at thetime. He objected to go faster. and 
the Captain threatened to blow his head off, 
The yacht’ shortly after ran aground.

SALE OF MRS. MORGAN’S ART 
COLLECTION. 

EIGHTY OF THE PICTURES SOLD FOR 
$171,200—CONTESTS OVER THE BEST 
WORKS, 

It was an opera audience in street dress 
that assembled at Chickering Hall last even- 
ing, when the sale of the late Mrs. Mary 
J. Morgan’s art collection was begun. 
That it was an audience that repre- 
sented money was evident . from. the fact 
that the 80 pictures disposed of brought'a total 
of $171,200, or an average of $2,140 each. The 
highest price paid was for a little gem of Meis- 
sonier’s called ‘*1n the Library,” which was sold 
for $16,525 by Charles Crocker, of San Francisce. 
The smallest sum paid for a painting was $125, 


at which price Valtin’s “Girl and Parrot” was_ 


sold. 

There was a crowd in front of Chickering Hall 
long before the doors were thrown open, and by 
7 o'clock every seat on the main floor was occu- 
pied, and before the sale began, a half hour 
later, every seat in the gallery was also taken, 
andahundred or more people stood patiently 
for three hours until the last picture wus sold. 
Those who were early at the hallfound a huge 
maroon curtain stretched across the entire front 
of the stage. Against the centre of this 


was a hugeeasel, on which rested Rénout's strik- 
ing painting, ** Repairing the Old Boat.” This 
and Auctioneer Kirby’s clerk were the only at- 
tractions for the great audience to gaze at until 
the sale began. People from Boston, Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore, Washington, Chicago, Cincin- 
nati, St. Louis, and other cities, besides resi- 
dents of New-York and Brooklyn, were charmed 
with the combination. Among those who gazed 
were W. J. Walters, of Baltimore; L. J. 
Claghorn, of Philadelphia: T. C. Powers, 
of Rochester; John T. Martin, of Brooklyn; 
Charles Crocker, Henry G. Marquand, Judges 
Barrett and Lawrence, E. H. Freshmuth, of 
Philadelphia; Luther H. Kountze, 8. V. White. 
E. 8. Chapin, S. P. Avery, K. H. Halsted, Bray- 
ton Ives, Henry Clews, James A. Garland, Will-

Auctioneer Kirby announced, as he came up- 
on the stage, that the sale was the most re- 
markable one tbat bad ever taken place in 
America, and the way in which the audience 
scrambled and fought for the pictures proved 
that they believed him, and it was hardly neces- 
sary for him to announce that no bids of less 
than $25 would be received. After assuring the 
audience that there was nothing in the collec- 
tion but what had been the property of Mrs. 
Morgan, the selling began, the first offer- 
ing being a painting by George Haquette. It 
wus called ** The Signal,” and represented a fish- 
erman’s wife holding ber child high in airasa 
signal to the father coming in on his fishing 
smack, It was started at $100 amid ripples ot 
laughter and advanced by bids ot $25 and $50 
until $575 was bid by Henry Wilson, a broker, 
who at that figure was the purchaser. Nine 
others were sold before the first picture over 
which a sharp contest was expected was lifted 
to the easel. This was a Troyon, cattle 
and horses, and was promptly started 
at $1,000. This was quickly raised to $1,050, but 
there bidding unaccountabiy stopped, and the 
picture sold at that price. Meyer von Bremen’s 
“Gathering Wild Flowers”? was applauded when 
it was shown, was started at $500, and bids of 
$100 ata time followed as rapidly as the ushers 
scattered through the hall could announce them 
until $1,400 was reached, and then by bids of $50 
and $25 the price rose until $2,100 was reached, 
and the picture was sold to some one too modest 
to permit of the publication of his name. 

be next stubborn contest was for a landscape 
by Corot, which was started by a dozen bidders 
at amounts ranging from $1,000 to $2,000. Bids 
increasing the price by from $100 to $500 at a 
jump were showered: upon Mr. Kirby until 
$9,000 was reached, at which price the hand- 
some bit of canvas was sold to Knoedler, the 
dealer, who sat alongside the California railroad 
magnate, Mr. Crocker, for whom, it is sup- 
posed, he purchased it.

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AFFAIRS OF THE RAILROADS.

MR. GOWEN’S VICTORY. 

In aspecial dispatch to his out-of-town 
customers Henry Clews telegraphed yesterday 
that Mr. Gowen’s alliance with the Drexel-Mor- 
gan syndicate was because of no weakness upon 
his part. He had simply permitted them to join 
him in hiscontempiated reorganization of the 
Reading Company. He had not sought the syn- 
dicate or asked its assistance; their co-opera- 


tion was their own proposal. ** Mr. Gowen,” said 
Mr. Clews, * has all along expressed his willing- 
ness to join hands with all parties, whosoever 
they may be, who are willing to take part in the 
reorganization of the Reading oes on the 
basis of making it continue as an independent 
coal and railroad property, meaning thereby 
that he is unalterably opposed to the originally 
declared plans of the Drexel syndicate, to place 
the control of Reading in the hands of the Penn- 
Sylvania Railroad Company. It looks, therefore, 
asif the Drexel syndicate had wholly dropped 
the Pennsylvania people in order to work harmo- 
niously with Mr.Gowen. The syndicate startea 
out boldly. They were going to ignore Mr.Gowen 
utterly. He had noimportance, they said. But, 
like a jack-in-the-box, up he sprang in the live- 
liest sort of a way, and the syndicate wasn’t 
long in changing its opinions. and modifying its 
talk, while it went to work industriously to 
court Mr. Gowen. He had made his power felt. 
They surrendered.” 


PHILADELPHIA, March 3.—The Reading 
organization ‘Trustees held a long _ session 
this afternoon. Austin Corbin and John 
Lowber Welsh were present. Mr. Corbin 
made a_ long speech, and evinced an 
intricate knowledge of the details of the 
financial condition of the road. His prin- 
cipal suggestion, by way of amendment of the 
plan, was that there be no compulsory as- 
sessment of the stock, and that those 
stockholdere who pay the assessment be 
given 4 per cent. bonds for the amount 
paid. He said he was present as the representa- 
tive of hisown and Mr. Altred Sully’s interests, 
and was committed to no oneelse. He wished 
to join in the reorganization of the road be- 
cause he was the largest stockholder and 
wished to see the property taken care of.

It is stated that the Pacific Mail steamer which 
has just sailed took only 22 smali parcels and one 
consignment of spool cotton, attributable to its 
cut rates, though the Union Pacific Road res 
fused freight in the expectation that it would 
go to the Pacific Mail. Tne Huntington “Sun- 
set Route” and the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fé gobbled the extra business. The Northern 
Pacific Railroad Company began to Dill all 
freight yesterday morning from Chicago and 
St. Paul to Portiand, Oregon, ata cut of 50 per 
cent. below its regular rate. But laterin the 
day it was stated that even at these rates Ore- 
gon shippers were inclined, under existing cir- 
cumstances, to prefer routes by way of San 
Francisco to Portland, and in order to get the 
business the Northern Pacific is expected to 
make another substantial cut to-day. 

The Trunk Line Executive Committee was in 
session all day yesterday. Commissioner Midge- 
ley, of the Southwestern Traffic Association, 
was not present, having suddenly been sum- 
moned to Chicago. The committee declined to 
take any action looking to pro-rating the cuts 
now ruling, and adjourned with the understand- 
ing that within the next few days special efforts 
will be made by the trunk lines to bring so 
strong a pressure to bear upon the belligerents 
as to bring about a truce if itisfound impossi- 
ble to secure a peace. 


SAN FRanNctsco, March 3.—The Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company has issued a freight 
rate of 3744 cents per 100 pounds for all classes 
of freignt to Missouri River points and Chicago. 


GRAND RAPIDS AND INDIANA. 
Detroit, Mich., March 3.—The annual 
meeting of the Grand Rapids and Indiana Rail 
road Company was held to-day at Grand Rapids. 
C. A. Zollinger, of Fort Wayne, one of the Di- 
rectors, resigned, and C. T. Muhler, of the same 
place, was elected as his successor. The other 


Directors and the old officers of the company 
were re-elected. The annual report showed 
that the main line of the road had 3866 miles 
of track,and the company operates 237 miles 
of leased lines, sidings, spurs, &c. Twenty-one 
miles of iron track will be replaced with steel 
the coming year. The gross earnings of the main 
line last year were $1,946,14846, a decrease of 
$170,155.21; the expenses were $1,342,428 41, a 
decreace of $160,150 41; the net earnings were 
$603,715 05, a decrease of $10,004 80. The net 
earnings of the Cincinnati, Richmond and 
Fort Wayne Branch were $89,329 24, an increase 
of $25,757 66, and of the Traverse City Branch 
$8,551 59, an increase of $6,856 48. The passenger 
earnings aggregated $609,090 58, a decrease of 
$56,42405. The freight earnings were $1,216,783 38, 
a decrease of $107,402 92.

UNDER THE HEAD OF BAGGAGE. 

The General Passenger Agents of the 
trunk lines were busied yesterday in codifying 
tbe rules under which all the roads are now 
acting under the pool. Among the new rules 
agreed upon was One making all baggage, 


whether through or local, come under the 
same regulations, and allowing only 150 
pounds on each first class ticket. Independ- 
ent agents in New-England - will hereafter 
be ailowed, in lieu of salary, the regular 
commercial commission on all trunk line tickets 
sold by them. New rules were also adopted 
relative to theatrical scenery. This will in fut- 
ure, when packed in compact form, be treated 
as baggage, and will be transported at the rate 
of 25 cents per mile for distances up to 500 miles. 
From 500 miles to 625 miles the charge will be 
$125, and for distances over 625 miles the tariff 
will be 20 cents per mile. In future, whenever 
reduced fares are agreed upon, it was ordered 
that such reduced fares for round trips shall be 
one and a third fares.

THOMAS HARDY IN HIS STUDY. 
From the London World. 

Mr. Hardy’s writing room is up stairs, 
and toreach the door we pass under a small 
archway attheend of thelanding. Behind the 
arch isa slyiy contrived passage and steep stair- 
case, closed by a sliding door. This species of 
adit affords, if necessary,a way of escape to one 
who is not a society man, when he is likely to be 
invaded from the front stairs. In the shadow of 
the arch hangs a drawing of weird and sombre 
effect—apparentiy a procession of Acherontic 
ghosts, pallidly emerging from black fog, but 
really the life-size profiles of various members 
of Mr. Hardy’s family, portrayed by himself on 
tho principle of the silhouette reversed, and 
somewhat suggestive of the groups of family 
portraits by Ambrogio Borgognone in the Na- 
tional Gallery. We enter the writing room— 
along apartment, solidly furnished, without a 
single article in it that is not required for use, 
our author’s indifference to things, as such, 
showing strongly here—and there rises froma 
writing table to meet us a somewhat fair-com- 
plexioned man, atrifle below the middle height, 
of slight build, with a pleasant, thoughtful face, 
exceptionally broad atthe temples. and fringed 
by a beard trimmed after the Elizabethan man- 
ner; @ man readily sociable and genial, but one 
whose mien conveys the impression that the 
world in bis eyes has rather more of the tragedy 
than the comedy about it, and that heis disposed 
to rate life, and what it can give, at no very ex- 
travagant value. Mr. Hardy has been revising 
the proof sheets of his Graphic story, ‘*The 
Mayor of Casterbridge,"* and as we seat ourselves 
in Gabriel Oak’s chair—a high-backed willow- 
seated article of furniture seen in many of the 
Dorset cottages, and known, locally, as a “ shep- 
herd’s chair’’*—we listen to as much of this 
writer’s experiences of authorship, and descrip- 
tions of his methods of work, as he is disposed to 
tell us. When hehasa story in hand, he begins 
writing immediately after breakfast, and remains 
indoors until he has finished forthe day, evena 
very little time spent in the open air before 
beginning proving fatal to any work till after 
nightfall. When not dictating, a practice he in- 
dulges in occasionally, but not frequently, he 
prefers working alone, holding, moreover, with 
his friend Mr. Aubrey de Vere, that not only a 
solitary room, but an impregnable house, would 
be the most desirable place for complete literary 
performance, Many chapters of his stories bave 
been printed without revision, precisely as 
written down in the first heat of conception; 
onthe other hand, great portions—perhaps a 
majority of his pages—represent a second writ- 
ing.

THE GENEROUS ALDERMEN 


—_—_—————= 
REASONS FOR GIVING AWAY A 
VALUABLE FRANCHISE, 

@HE MEN INTERESTED IN THE CABLE ROAD 
SCHEME—TALK ABOUT THE ARGUMENTS 
USED TO SECURE THE GRANT. 

There was much discussion yesterday 
aver the action of the Board of Aldermen in 
rushing through the cable railroad scheme at 
the meeting on Tuesday. The gigantic charac- 
ter of the scheme and the fact that many well 
known public men were interested in the passage 
of the measure served as a basis for many stories 
about the ** boodle” that is said to have formed 
astrong element in the matter, The Aldermen 
who voted to give away the franchise were 
serene and dumb. They seemed to take it for 
granted that Mayor Grace will veto the resolu- 
tion, and acted asif they didn’t care whether he 
did or not, as enough votes were pledged to the 
scheme to secure its passage over the veto. 

The report of the Railroad Committee recom- 
mending the granting of the franchise was 


signed by Messrs. Thomas Cleary, Jacob Hun- 
sicker,and James A. Cowie. These Aldermen, 
so far from excusing their failure to obtain for 
the city adequate compensation for the fran- 
chise granted, regret that they were forced to 
provide for the payment of any money at all by 
the company. On this subject they say: 


“ Animportant aspect of the questions relating to 
granting franchises for street railroad transit in the 
city involves the terms and conditions upon which 
such franchises should be conferred upo. street rail- 
road companies. It is strenuously urged on one hand 
that an essential condition of such grants should be 
the payment into the City Treasury of the largest sum 
obtainable for them on an open public bidding at pub- 
lic auction after due advertisement. This is urged on 
behalf of the taxpayers of thecity to the end that the 
revenues derivable from such franchises should be ap- 
plicable to defraying the expenses of municipal gov- 
ernment and the reduction of taxation for that 
purpose. This view of the case assumes that 
the present minimum fares on_ street railronds 
ure to remain constant, irrespective of the ex- 
tent or character of the services rendered the 
public, and that such fares are to remain fixed 
ata rate adequate to afford enormous protits to the 
grantees of such franchises. Another view of the mat- 
ter is that these franchises should be granted only to 
applicants or bidders who will supply the largest and 
most desirable public services for the smallest fare to 
pach passenger, and that to this end no burden should 
be im posed upon these franchises for the benefit of the 
Dity gee in other words. the wealthy taxpayers 
say. ° Weare indifferent about the rate of fares charged 
to the ple—the working men and women of the city, 
who chiefly require these services, provided we get a 
round revenue out of the franchises to be applied 
in diminution of our taxes;’ while the peopie at 
large demand that these franchises shall be incum- 
bered by no burden or limitation except the greatest 
extent of desirable services for the least fare—that all 
pubhe auctions of these franchises should be restricted 
to only such burden and limitation. This presents an 
issue upon which your committee dare not sbrink from 
deciaring its decided convictions. In the judgment of 
your committee this question between the taxpayer 
who owns landsand tenementsand the classes who 
rent them, and who pructically bear every burden of 
taxation paid on them in the form of increased rent, 
demands a radical and equitable settlement, not only 
in this matter of street railway fares. bridge fares, and 

y fares, but in the scores of furms by which the 
property owner ever is clamor ng for and getting some- 
thing for himseif ut the expense of the poe aay td and 
= toiling multitude upon whom he shifts the burden 

xes. 
One In this matter of street railroad transit your com- 
mittee finds the que8tion so complicated by the char- 
ters of existing corporations, all claiming ‘vested 
rights’ and all authorized to collect at least a five-cent 
tare from each passenger on any line, however short, 
that it must confess itself unable to make any availing 
recommendation that will effectually undo past im- 
provident legislative action by which our citizens are 
at present compelied to submit to a multiplicity 
of fares for street railroad transit up town, 
down town, and across town, owing to the 
fact that the main lines of that description of 
transit are in the hands of a score or more 
of independent corporations—each of which is 
authorized to charge and doves charge an independent 
fare to its . But your committee discern 
an alleviation of this oppressive situation in the trans- 
fer tickets required by Mayor Edson’s Rapid Transit 
Commissioners forthe comprehensive system of the 
New-York Cable Railway Company, whereby, for a 
single five-cent fare. engers can be carried up town 
andjdown town on both sides of Manhattan Island and 
ncross the island at convenient intervals, so as to con- 
nect with all the established ferries, bridges, and the 
depots, andalsothe terminalsof the steam railways, 
steamboats, and steamships, which facilitate the inter- 
course and traffic between the city and the country and 
world at large. 

**In view of the numerous routes and large mileage 
embraced in the railway system of the cable company, 
over which a five-oent fare confers upon each pas- 
senger the privilege of a free transfer ticket, it has 
been a serious question with your committee whether 
the company could afford or ought to be required to 
pay any percentage of its net revenue into the City 
Treasury. This question has been al! the more serious 
because of an apprehension that if the franchise of the 
company should be burdened with any tax beyond the 
ordinary taxes imposed by the general luws of the 
State, an embarrassment might result to the finan- 
cial arrangements of the ang vn J tor obtaining 
the enormous capital requisite for its construction— 
some $200,000 for each mile of double-track road, or 
214,000,0v0 for the entire 70 miles—and thus disable it 
trom providing the public service contemplated by its 
‘creation. Your committee would view such # result as 
@ public disaster, for it would not only indefixitely 
postpone the introduction of the system of t sfer 
tickets into our city street railroad transit, but it would 
also Dostpone an improved transit as a substitute for 
anima! power. Your committee has, however, in defer- 
ence to the suggestion of Mayor Edson’s Kapid Transit 
Commissioners reluctantly decided to acauiesce in the 
Buggestion that the cable company pay as a considera- 
tion for its franchise 2}4 per centum of its annual 
earnings into the City ‘ireasury. It is to be further 
observed on this subject that the Rapid Transit act, 
(chapter 606, Laws of 1875.) under which {he com- 
pany is incorporated, requires no percentage of its 
earnings to be paid to the city. In that respect the 
company is situated differently from corporations 
created under the Genera! Street Surface Railroad act 
of 1684, (chapter 252,) which permitted further street 
railroads only under provisions requiring compensa- 
tion to the city.” 

Whatever motives the Aldermen may claim 
they were influenced by. there were very ugly 
rumors in the air yesterday as to the reasons of 
their action. The Directors in the New-York 
Cabie Railway Company were Homer A. Nelson, 
William 8. Williams, Wallace C. Andrews, Row- 
land N. Hazard, Thomas F. Ryan, Augustin C. 
ay ea W. Evans, Joseph J. O’Donohue, 
and William P. Shinn. Martin B. Brown, the 
City Printer, is also interested in the scheme, 
and so is Thomas Ryan. Wallace C. 
Andrews is the President of the company 
end Mr. Ryan is the Treasurer. The company 
has already received the indorsement of a com- 
mission appointed by the Supreme Court, con- 
sisting of Guy R. Pelton, William C. Traphagen, 
and Leroy B. Crane. Martin B. Brown and sev- 
eral other conspicuous Democrats have been 
about the City Hall a great deal lately, and it is 
said they did considerable lobbying in the inter- 
est of thescheme. Maurice B, Fiynn and Police 
Justice **Andy’’ White are said to have operated 
on the minds of some of the Aldermen, but pre- 
risely who carried the * boodle,” if * boodle” 
were used, has not yet been divulged. 

So far as Mr. Flynn is concerned he is known 
to have opened negotiations with the cable rail- 
road syndicate some time ago. It is understood 
that he offered to put the job through in the 
most approved manner, provided certain re- 
quirements were complied with, and is said to 
have joined forces with *‘ Andy” White,who also 
volunteered to ** assist’ the cable company. Mr. 
Flynn bas been in frequent consultation with 
certain of the Aldermen of late, and they were 
evidently much impressed with the cogency of 
the arguments advancea by him in favor of the 
cable scheme. 

The fact that the Aldermen deliberately voted 
away this franchise in the face of the fact that 
many of them were openly accused of having 
been bribed to pass the Broadway Railroad 
franchise evoked much comment. It was also 
noted that only one County Democracy man, 
O'Neil, had voted against the cable grant, and 
that it was not quite certain that he would re- 
main long opposed to his colleagues. As far as 
the Aldermen and the Broadway Railroad inves- 
tigation are concerned it may be truly said 
that they have the most perfect con- 
tempt for both the Senate committee and 
the counsel, Messrs. Conkling and Seward. 
They cail the Senators and lawyers *“‘a big !ot of 
stuffs,” and say that the investigation, so far as 
any charges of bribery are concerned, has been 
RB perfect fizzie. One of their number has re- 
ceived the most positive assurance from a lead- 
ing Senator on the committee that uo evidence 
whatever has been obtained as to the bribery of 
poy Alderman, and that the counsel are simply 
holding on fora short time, hoping that some- 
thing may turn upto get them out of their 
dilemma. Both Mr. Conkling and Mr. Seward 
have been scouring many places for witnesses 
who could testify as to the use of money in put- 
ting the scheme through, but so far without any 
Buccess. 

Mayor Grace yesterday received a petition in 

avor of the cable road scheme, It purported to

Craven, 
engineer of construction, Kollin Morose Squire 
lifted up asurly voice and moved that its read- 
ing be dispensed with. ‘ The document has been 
spread broadcast by the newspapers, when it 
ought to have been’ brought here first,” said he. 
Mayor Grace thought that Mr. Craven's letter 
had better be read, and Commissioners Spencer, 
Baldwin, and Loew agreed with him. Secretary 
McCulloh read Engineer Craven's charges against 


Chief Engineer Church and his methods in a 
voice that was loud and distinct. As soon ashe, 
had finished, Commissioner Baldwin, without a 
word of comment, offered the following: 

Resolved, That H. S. Craven beand heis hereby re- 
moved from the office of engineer of construction, his 
removal to take effect March 4, 1886. 

The resolution was adopted without discus- 
sion, all of the Commissioners voting for it ex- 
cept Mr. Spencer. A second resolution, also of- 
tered by: Mr. Baldwin, was adopted, providing 
that Mr. Craven’s charges be referred to a spe- 
cial committee of three engineers for investiga- 
tion. The three engineers are to be designated 
by the Aqueduct Commissioners on Saturday. 
Commissioners Baldwin und Loew were re- 
quested to suggest the names of such engineers 
as they may consider suitable to act on such a 
committee, In answer toa question of Henry 
Macdona, who appeared as counsel for Mr. 
Craven, Mayor Grace replied that inasmuch as 
the charges seemed to be directed against Chief 
Engineer Church, the Commissioners had 
thought it best to let the mutter be investi- 
gated by expert engineers. Mr. Macdona then 
said: ** Engineer Craven is not only prepared to 
prove ail that he has alleged, but there area 
number of other. interesting facts which must 
necessarily come out.” 

After the meeting of the board had adjourned 
Commissioner James C. Spencer turned to Com- 
missioner Baldwin and accused him of bad faith 
in baving offered the resolution dismissing Mr. 
Craven before he offered the resolution provid- 
ing for an investigation. ‘“* Your idea seems to 
be to hang the man first and try him afterward,” 
said Mr. Spencer scornfully. ‘* That was not 
what we agreed upon in executive session.” 
Mayor Grace subsequently explained that the 
Commissioners felt obliged to dismiss Engineer 
Craven because that gentleman, although a 
subordinate of the chief engineer, was not in 
accord with his chief. 

The trouble between Engineers Church and 
Craven has led to some serious allegations which 
have no relation to the personal controversy. 
The original contracts for building the various 
sections of the aqueduct (the contracts on which 
bonds are given by the contractors) stipulate 
“that the contractor must give his personal at- 
tention constantly to the faithtul prosecution of 
the work, and shall not assign or sublet the 
work or any part thereof without the written 
consent of the Aqueduct Commissioners indorsed 
on the agreement.”’ In spite of this stipulation 
it is alleged by friends of Engineer Craven that 
fully one-half, of the sections of the aqueduct 
are in the hands of sub-contractors without the 
stipulated permission. 

Mauricé#B. Flynn was asked whether it was 
true tbat he told Engineer Craven to keep quiet 
and draw his pay. Mr. Fiynn said very positive- 
ly: “No, itis nottrue. [never used any such 
language, That is all damn nonsense. A friend 
of Engineer Craven and a friend of mine brought 
Mr. Craven to my office last Summer and asked 
fur aninterview. The interview was entirely un- 
solicited by me. Mr. Craven told methat it was 
proposed to abolish his position of construction 
engineer on the new aqueduct, and he asked me 
if could not help him retain it. I told him that 
I could not interfere. I regarded the matter as 
a controversy between the engineers, and I had 
no wish to take a hand in it, I said to Mr. Craven 
that the proper thing for him to do, in my opin- 
ion, was to satisfy his superior officer and the 
Aqueduct Commission of his fitness for the posi- 


tion. If he could do that I thought he would be 
all right.” 








MRS. VAN DORN IN COURT,

HER BROTHER AND DR. GALLAUDET TES- 
TIFY AS TO HER MENTAL ABILITY. 

Wearing a neat-fitting suit of brown 
cloth, a high-crowned, slate-colored hat adorned 
with slate-colored feathers and steel bead trim- 
ming, Mrs. Minnie Van Dorn, the deaf-mute 
daughter of George Pancoast, appeared yester- 
day before the Sheriff's jury which is to deter- 
mine whether she is now, and always has been, 
80 weak-minded asto beincapable of taking 
care of herself. The ultimate purpose of her 
relatives is, of course, if she should be declared 
of unsound mind, to use that verdict as a 


factor inthe suit already begun to annul her 
marriage with William Van Dorn. As she sat in 
the court room she did not once look at the man 
whoclaims her for his wife. And there was a 
notable difference between her pallid, refined, 
impassive face and his bold one. He has a pu- 
gilistic way of shoving his head farin advance 
of his body, and his lower jaws are broad and 
suggestive of tenacity. 

Julien T. Davies informed the jury that the 
Pancoast family had refrained from taking pro- 
ceedings to bave Minnie formally declared of un- 
sound mind until after she had fallen a victim 
to the wiles of Van Dorn, because they did not 
want to publish a family sorrow. He called her 
brother, Archer Pancoast, to the stand. He 
testified that his sister was unable to speak at all 
until she was 19 years old. Even now her words 
can only be understood by her relatives. She 
was amused by little things. Her reading was 
confined tu the newspapers and primary books 
like “Stories from the Bible.” Of the news- 
paper articles she remembered nothing but the 
headings. Last Christmas she was greatly 
amused by a little automatic flute player. Un- 
der cross-examination by William F. Howe Mr. 
Pancoast admitted that the toy amused him, and 
also other persons respecting whose sanity and 
ability to reason there could be no doubt. He 
also identified as in the handwriting of his sister 
several manuscripts which Mr. Howe termed 
letters, and which were presumably from her to 
Van Dorn. Mr. Howe read them to prove that 
their writer was capable of coherent expression 
of ideas, and was able to understand the language 
of love. One of them ran: 

* Please keep your secret when you kissed me.” 

The Rev. Dr. Thomas Gallaudet, who hasspent 
the cent podey of his life in ministering to deaf- 
mutes, said he had known Minnie Pancoast since 
she was about 8 years of age. It was his impres- 
sion that she was weak-minded. He admitted that 
he had never talkedlong with her. Her answers 
to his cursory remarks on ordinary topics had 
given him the impression. Besides that, he was 
in the habit of estimating the mental ability of 
deaf-mutes by studying the play of their feat- 
ures.

THE NEW-YORK DISTRICT RAILWAY FINDS 
FAVOR WITH THE PROPERTY OWNERS. 
The New-York District Railway Com- 

pany is proceeding rapidly with its work of 

canvassing the property owners and tenants 
along the route of the proposed underground 
system of rapid transit, and its success, accora- 
ing to the officers, is more than encourag- 
ing. Col. Calvin Goddard, Secretary of the 
company, said yesterday: ‘We have already 


consulted the owners and tenants of prop- 
erty representing about $60,000,000 in value 
along the line of Broadway, which is, of 
course, our first great objective point, 
and we find that the feeling of those 
whom we have seen is almost unanimously 
in favor of the building of our road. On Twen- 
ty-third-street also, the great majority of the 
owners and lessees are thoroughly in sympathy 
with our enterprise and anxious to see the road 
pushed to completion. I don't think it advisable 
now to give names or to indicate the number of 
consents already definitely obtained. That 
would be showing our band to our enemies 
somewhat prematurely. But you can say that 
we anticipate no trouble whatever in securing 
all the consents necessary to enable us to go on 
with our work. We have plenty of money 
pledged and in hand, and we mean to construct 
an underground road which will solve the prob- 
lem of rapid transit in this city.” 

With regard _ to the bill which is to be intro- 
duced in the Legislature to-day to revive and 
extend the charter of the Arcade Railway, Col. 
Goddard said: ‘**We don’t regard the bill as of 
any consequence whatever, except that it an- 
noys and delays us, and we are anxious to go 
ahead and build our road. The arcade charter 
lapsed in 1877, and we have no idea that it can be 
revived. The act of 1881 extending the fran- 
chise was clearly unconstitutional, and this bill. 
or one similar to 1t, was vetoed by Gov. Cleve- 
land in 1884 and by Gov. Hill last year. Since 
the constitutional amendment of 1875 went into 
effect the Legislature has had no power to grant 
a private franchise or to revive an old one, and 
the introduction of this bill now will simply re- 
sult in a good deal of hubbub at Albany, and 
probably the spending of. some money. We 
have no fear of any effective competition with 
the dead arcade scheme.” 





THE STEAM HEATING COMPANY STRIKE. 

Manager Charles E. Emery, of the New- 
York Steam Company, has issued a circular 
warning the sttiking workmen of the concera 
that interference with its property or with per- 
sons charged with the conduct of its business 
will be prosecuted according to law, and calling 
attention to the provisions of the Penal Code re- 
lating to the matter. He declares that the back- 
bone of thestrike is broken, and that more men 
apply for work than can possibly be emploved. 
Acolony of firemen and laborers is quartered 
upon the premises, taking their meals and 
sleeping there, in readiness for any emergency. 
The striking firemen still congregate about the 
Station. The Knights of Labor yes ay senta 
deputation to Smith & McNell, restaurant keep- 
ers, of No. 198 Greenwich-street, requesting them 
to stop sending out food to the non-union fire- 
men. Mr. McNell told the deputation that his 
men had been go interfered wit by. the pickets

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BROOKLYN CARS TIED UP. 
—_—_s>-- -—- 
THE ATLANTIC-AVENUE COMPANY DESERTED 
BY ITS EMPLOYES. 

A committee of 25 Knights of Labor from 
this city wont over to Brooklyn yesterday and 
distributed printed notices to the drivers and 
conductors employed on the seven horse car 
roads operated by the Atlantic-Avenue Rail- 
road Company, of which Deacon William Rich- 
ardson is President, These roads comprise the 
South Ferry and Greenwood, the Bergen- 
Street, the Adams-Street and Boerum-Place, 
the Seventh-Avenue, the Butler-Street, the 
Crosstown and the Vanderbilt-Avenue, and soon 
after 5 o’clock notice of a general tie up was 
given, Asthecars arrived at their several sta- 
tions they were hauled into the sheds and aban- 
doned. The strikers hung about the stables 


unti) the last car was taken off the street, which 
was about 7 o’clock, and then sauntered off in 
different directions. The stablemen joined the 
drivers and conductors, and by 8 o’clock the 
company did not control a handful of employes. 

At the office of the company, in Atlantic-ave- 
nue, Secretary William J. Richardson stated that 
no demand had been made by the employes for 
an increase of wages Or a decrease of time. The 
men were receiving $2 tor a day’s work, which 
averaged 18 hours. One conductor worked 15 
bours and 20 minutes. At 3 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon a notice was posted at the various 
stations, informing the men that on and after 
March l4they would receive $2 for 12 hours’ work, 
This was known to all the employes, but the 
strike took place nevertheless, Secretafy Rich- 
ardson said the company was willing to stand by 
this schedule, as all the roads in this city have 
done, but no further concessions would be made. 
The report that the men were compelled to buy 
their own lamp globes and stove shovels he pro- 
nounced false. The tie-up will affect between 

and 700 men. 

A large number of the discontented workmen 
gathered at the headquarters of the Empire Pro- 
tective Association, at No, 365 Fulton-street, 
last evening, and congratulated themselves upon 
having at last a chance to get even with the 
*Deacon.”” John G. Caville. the Chairman of 
the Executive Committee, said that the present 
strike had nothing to dowith the question of 
hours and wages; it was made simply to keep 
Mr. William Richardson at home. “He has 
gone to New-York,” said Chairman Caville, 
“and put his oar in the strike on the Dry Dock 
Road, boasting that he would spend his 
last dollar to put down the labor unions, so we 
propose to give him a chance to spend some 
of it over here. He might agree to make five 
hours a day’s work, but it would make no differ- 
ence now. He must take his hands off in New- 
York or take the consequences in Brooklyn.” 
When this difference is settled the committee 
will make a demand on the railroad company 
forareduction intime. The offer made yester- 
day of 12 hours and $2 will probably be accept- 
ed. The present strike was really made by mis- 
take, The men were given notice that the strike 
would begin at 4 o’clock this morning, but the 
drivers on the Seventh-Avenue Road misunder- 
stood the order and began to tie up as stated. 
When this was learned a general strike was 
ordered, 

Nothing was done yesterday in regard to the 
trouble with the Brooklyn City Railroad, but it 
was hinted by several Knights of Labor that a 
strike was imminent. One went so far as to say 
that it would occur early this morning. Sucha 
proceeding would throw 3,000 men cut of em- 
ployment, and a member of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the association said last night that it 
was not prepared to take auch a responsibility at 
present. The Flatbush-Avenue and the Third- 
Avenue Roads, which belong to the Brooklyn 
City Company, put on a large number of extra 
cars last evening needed for travel. 

A meeting cf the strikers was held at Moore’s 
Hall, at Fifth-avenue and Nineteenth-street, last 
evening, at which about 300 men were present. 
Several spoke in regard to the strike, stating 
tnat it was made to force the company to pay $2 
for 12 hours’ work. The men all agreed upon 
that point, and did not seem to be aware that 
such a concession had already been made. The 
Atlantic-avenue company has inserted adver- 
tis*ments in all the morning papers of to-day 
offering to employ all who wi!!l apply at the 
office. If enough conductors and drivers can be 
obtained cars will be run on all the roads; if 
not, the company will sit still and wait for some- 
thing to turn up. 








TO RECEIVE THE PALLIUM. 


PREPARATIONS FOR THE INSTALLATION 
ARCHBISHOP CORRIGAN, 


A very large number of people visited 
St. Patrick’s Cathedral yesterday and manifested 
no httle interest in the preparations for the in- 
stallation of Archbisbop Corrigan to-day. The 
new marble pulpit, which is completed, attracted 
considerable attention. Last evening the Rev. 
Dr. Charles E. McDonnell and the Rey. James W. 
Kelly were engaged in arranging the seats in the 
sanctuary. After the installation of the Arch- 
bishop he will occupy the throne during the mass, 
while opposite, on a little throne, will be 
seated Archbishop Gibbons, of Baltimore. 


Near him will be the celebrant of the 
mass, Archbishop Elder, of Cincinnati, 
and his assistants. Near the archiepiscopal 
throne will be the orator of the day, Arch- 
bishop Ryan. of Philadelphia, and, next to him, 
Archbishop Williams, of Boston. Immediately 
inthe rear of the Archbishops will be seated 
Bishops Loughlin, Goesbrand, Conroy, Mc- 
Closkey, McQuaid, O’Reilly, McNeirny, Wad- 
hams, Hendricken, Spalding, Keane, McMahon, 
Wigger, O'Farrell, and Bradley. In the rear of 
the Bishops will be seated the venerable Abbot 
Wimmer, O. 8. B., of St. Vincent’s Abbey, West- 
moreland County, Penn.; Abbot Ziliox, O. 8. B., 
of St. Mary’s Abbey, on High-street, Newark, N. 
8.; Mgrs. Seton, Doane, and De Regge, and 16 
Vicar-Generals and heads of religious orders. 

If the weather be pleasant a procession of 
over 300 priests will leave the orphan asylum 
on Madison-aveuue at 9:45 o’clock this morn- 
ing, and at the episcopal residence the prelates 
and Archbishop Corrigan will join it, and ail 
will pass around the terrace on the'south side 
of the cathedral, which they will enter by the 
great west door. If the weather be not pleasant 
there will be only a minor procession, composed 
of the Archbishop of New-York and his 
assistants, who must enter the cathedral 
by the main door. At the entrance the 
Archbishop will be received by Mgr. Quinn, 
Vicar-General and Rector, and then he will ad- 
vance to the sanctuary, where, after the 
prayers, he will occupy the throne, and the 
clergy, in order of seniority, will ascend two 
steps of the throne, and then on bended knee 
kiss his hand, thereby professing obedience and 
allegiance. After this the Archbishop will sing 
the prayer of St. Patrick and give the episcopal 
blessing. The pontifical mass will follow, after 
which the sermon will be delivered. Archbishop 
Corrigan will then be invested with the sacred 
pallium by Archbishop Gibbons, of Baltimore. 
The ceremony will close with the singing of the 
Te Deum. 

Archbishop Corrigan will have for his deacons 
of honor Mers. Preston and Farley, and the as- 
sistants will be Fathers O’Brien, Murray, Daly, 
and Colton. Archbishop Elder will be attended 
by Father Kearney, of the old cathedral, as arch- 
priest, the Rev. Arthur J. Donnelly, of St.

Cluskey and McLoughlin will be acolytes, the 
Rey.

The Rev. Dr. McDonnell will 
be first master of ceremonies, Father Lavelle 
second, and Father Kelly third. Prof. W. F.

AN EXCISE INSPECTOR WHO REFUSES TO 
CONSIDER HIMSELF DISCHARGED. 


Inspector Henry Opp is proving a 
troublesome barnacle on the pay roll of the Ex- 
cise Commissioners. He is, or was until this week, 
one of Commissioner Haughton’s men, appoint- 
ed for politica! affiliations, His district was west 
of Broadway, below Warren-street to the Bat- 
tery, a bit of territory plentifully sprinkled with 
saloons calculated to materially increase a nine- 
hundred-dollar salary by liberal perquisites. In 
a case which recently came up before Judge 
Barrett, which resulted in a saloon keeper in 
Opp’s district failing to get a mandamus com- 
pelling the Commissioners to grant him a license, 
one of the lawyers for the Excise Board had oc- 
casion to look around a little in Opp’s district. 
In one block he found only four licensed sa- 
loons, Where double that number were selling 
rum, andavery brief investigation convinced 
him that the Inspector was making false reports. 

Before the last election some matters came up 
that led the Excise Commissioners to consider 
Opp’s dismissal, but Commissioner Haughton 
declined to let him go, giving as a reason that 
he had some use for him in the elections. When 
the lawyer made these recent discoveries Opp 
was called before the board again, and Commis- 
sioner Haughton assented, in a formal notifica- 
tion, that he would have to go. Opp was given 
the real reasons for hi; dismissal, and made no 
Satisfactory explanation of tbe complaints 
against him. Nevertheless he declined to be 
dismissed. It 1s reported that he told Commis- 
sioner Haughton to go to a place where he 
would be uncomfortably warm, even in this cold 
weather, and remarked very emphatically that 
he was in possession of information which would 
make it desirable for the Commissioners to re- 
tain him. 

On Monday Opp was dismissed, but he was at 
the office as'usual Tuesday morning, claiming 
the right to register and be sent out on uy. 
Clerk Perley declined to let him register. e 
hung around the office all day, doing no duty, 
but claiming to bein the employ of the board. 
He was there again yesterday morning, and was 
for a second time refused permission to register. 
This time he did not stay long. He was acting 
under the advice of counsel, he said, and Com- 
missioner Haughton would hear from him. An 
houror two later he bought a ticket oS the Grand 
Central Station for Albany. His friends shook 
their heads very knowingly when asked what he 
had gone there for, and sagely observed that 
Henry has information and influence which 
would soon make the Democratic Commission-

WAR ON BAD BEER, 





THE STATE BOARD OF HEALTH TAKES AC- 
TION TO IMPROVE THE QUALITY. 


Adulterations in lager beer, ale, porter, 
weiss beer, and other malt liquors was the prin- 
cipal subject considered yesterday by the State 
Board of Healthat its meeting at the Murray 
Hill Hotel, In the report of the Executive Com- 
mittee the State Analyst, Prof. F. E. Engelhardt, 
of Syracuse, who had examined 476 samples 
given him, detailed the results of his analyses. 


These showed the presence of substitutes for 
maitin about one-quarter of the samples. The 
Executive Committee condemned the use of 
glucose and other deleterious substances and 
deprecated the charging of beer kegs with bi- 
carbonate of soda,a method pursued to give 
more “ life’ to the beer. It also denounced the 
bad condition in which it found many breweries, 
and recommended that in them sanitary iaws be 
enforced, Its recommendations as to the legal 
steps necessary to secure a better quality of 
beer are these, which it will ask the Legislature 
to embody ina law: 

First—A definition as to what shall be the legal con- 
stituents of malt beverages. 

Second—A proviso that beers sha!l contain only malt 
and atta or their constituents, and pure water and 
yeast, 

Thirdz-A demand that Congress shall pass a law re- 
quiring the Internal Kevenue Department to make of 

ublic record the purchase of materials made by 
brewers and distillers, from which they propose to 
brew or distill beers or liquors. 

Fourth—Giving to local Boards of Health the sur- 
veillance of breweries in their jurisdiction and requir- 
ing Health Officers to inspect such breweries and re- 
port to the state Board as to their sanitary condition 
and methods of manufacture at stated intervals. 

Fifth—'1 he use of pure water only. 

Stath—Compelling local Boardsgof ‘Health to have 
control over the sale of beer in saloons, requiring them 
to secure purchases of beer in them, which samples 
sh .li be forwarded to the State Analyst for exxmina- 
tion, the expenses to be defrayed by the Excise Boards. 

Seventh—Kemoving the imposition of secrecy as to 
the results of analyses; ull reports of the State Analyst 
as to the discovery of adulterants or harmful! ingredi- 
ents inany beer to be at once made public. 

Ex-Senator Luke F. Cozafis asked the board 
to take action to prevent the authorities of New- 
town, Long Island, from requiring that permits 
be secured there for the burial of bodies in the 
cemeteries of that town when the usual permits 
have been obtained in the localities from which 
the bodies come. The board held that a second 
burial permit was unnecessary, and referred the 
matter to the Attorney-General to ascertain if 
the board has jurisdiction in the matter. Con- 
sulting Engineer Gardiner, who has investigated 
the drainage and ventilation of the new Capitol 
building at Albany, at the request of Commis- 
sioner Perry, reported that the condition was 
disgracetul, there being no means of securing a 
sufficient supply of pure air or of carrying off 
the foul air. To remedy this it was voted to ask 
the Legislature for an appropriation sufficient to 
remove the sources of defilement in the base- 
ment of the building; to so change the foul! air 
shafts that they shall not pour their contents 
into the pure air shafts, and to putin exhaust 
fans to force the foul air from the building. 

Acting Secretary Dr. F. C. Curtis made a re- 
port of his attempt to trace the source of the 
outbreak of typhus fever in the Albany Peni- 
tentiary, which resulted in a large number of 
deaths. The work is not yet completed, but it is 
probable that the original patient was an emi- 
grant, coming to this city from Germany, and 
then sent tothe Albany Penitentiary. 

Dr. Louis Balch, of Albany, was elected Secre- 
tary of the board in executive session. Dr. Cur- 
tis, the Acting Secretary, was his principal com- 
petitor. 








THINKS HIS CHARACTER IS DEFAMED. 
A suit for $10,000 damages for alleged def- 
amation of character was begun yesterday in 
the Supreme Uourt, by Thomas W. Adams, ex- 
Commissioner of City Works of Brooklyn, 
against ex-Mayor John W. Hunter. Thecom- 
ape charges that while the plaintiff, Gen. 
ohn B. Woodward, and William A. Fowler were 
members of the Department of City Works 
Mayor Hunter, inan interview with a reporter, 
charged Adams and Fowler with sanctioning 
unlawful and corrupt contracts. A second 
charge is that ex-Mayor Hunter, on Oct. 30, 1885,

ASSISTANT DISTRICT ATTORNEY PURDY RE- 
BUKED BY JUDGE COWING. 

Assistant District Attornoy Purdy was 
very sharply censured for bloodthirstiness in the 
prosecution of Anthony Young ona charge of 
bigamy by Judge Cowing inthe Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions yesterday afternoon. Young was 
charged with bigamy by Walpurga Gratz, whom 
he married on July 29, 1882. Magdalena Young, 
a buttonhole maker, of No. 6512 East 
Fifteenth-street, testified that she was 
married to Young in 1869, and that she 
lived with him a year, when he left her. Subse- 
quently she had him arrested for abandonment

The second wife 
lived with him three years and then deserted him. 

Judge Cowing ruled that Young’s second mar- 
riage came within the statute which allows a 
man to marry again when failing to hear frem 
or see his wifein five years, and instructed the 
jury to find a verdict of acquittal. Assistant 
District Attorney Purdy insisted upon a convic- 
tiva, and was vehement in his assertion that un- 
less Young was punished the court would be 
overrun with doubly married men. Judge Cow- 
ing interrupted Mr. Purdy to say tbat he would 
take the responsibility of the case,as the man 
was clearly innocent. 

“T want that ruling spread on the records of 
the court,” said Mr. Purdy, jumping to his feet. 
* 1] am responsible to District Attorney Martine 
for acquittals of cases in my charge.”
